F e n c in g in P n b lic L and D o es N o t P r e ­ 
v e n t Its E ntry by O th ers. 
Carson, Novem ber 80th.—T he case of the 
U nited States G overnm ent vs. Bailey, charged 
w ith trespassing on th e public dom ain, was de­ 
cided to-day by Judge Sabin in the United 
States D istrict Court. Bailey is a large cattle- 
ow ner of E ureka county, and he fenced a large 
tract of public land, bu t neglected entering it. 
M. G. C avanaugh took up a hom estead on the 
fenced tract. Bailey, by threats and intim ida­ 
tion, prevented him* from com pleting his hom e­ 
stead location. 
The Court has decided th a t Bailey had no 
rig h t to fence public land th a t he h ad nor en ­ 
tered in the regular way, and th a t C avanaugh 
was entitled to an unobstructed right of way to 
his hom estead. Bailey was fined 850 and sen­ 
tenced to five days in tne E ureka County Jail. 
The Court said th is was the first case of the 
kind decided in th e State, an d he w ould m ake 
th e sentence light, but intim ated th a t if others 
were brought before him for th e sam e offense, 
conviction would be followed by heavier sen­ 
tence.

T H E COM ING CO NG RESS. 


T H E Ñ A V Y . 


S ecreta ry W h itn ey D eta lla th e O p era­ 
tio n s o f H is D ep a rtm en t. 
W a sh in g to n, 
Novem ber 30th. — Secretary 
W hitney has presented his annual report to the 
President. After giving a brief review of th e 
condition of th e navv. as it will exist on the 
4th day of M arch, 1889, in com parison w ith the 
sam e as it existed on the 4th of M arch, 1SV\ aud 
furnishing a list o f arm ored vessels heretofore 
authorized by Congress, the Secretary say s: 
4,So far as arm ored ships arc concerned, the 
subject is to be treated in a b road way by the 
D epartm ent o f Congress. At the present tim e 
the conditions are such th a t everything nec­ 
essary to a first-class fighting ship can be pro­ 
duced and furnished to th e D epartm ent in this 
country as soon as, in th e course of construc­ 
tion, any elem ent or feature is required. 
But 
this has never until the present tim e been true. 
Therefore, consideration of the subject has been 
necessarily postponed by th e D epartm ent uutil 
the present tim e. 
‘ The efforts o f th e D epartm ent in ship con­ 
struction have, necessarily, siuce M arch, lbiv’u 
been devoted to unarm ored vessels, and as to 
the others th e D epartm ent is able to report that 
w hen the ships in th e course of construc­ 
tion are com plete, the U nited States w ill rank 
second am ong nations in th e possession of u n­ 
arm ed cruisers or ‘com m erce destroyers,’ hav­ 
ing th e highest characteristics, viz.; of size— 
3,0.0 tons aud upw ards—an d possessing speed of 
19 kacts and upw ards.’* 
The Secretary quotes auth o rities as to the 
value of the class of vessels, au d co n tin u e s; 
“ We cannot, at present, protect our coast, but 
we can return blow for blow, for we shall soon 
be in a condition to launch a fleet of large and 
fast cruisers against the com m erce of an enem y, 
able to inflict the m ost serious and lasting in­ 
ju ry thereon.” 
With regard to the production and pow er of 
the m achinery, th e report says : 
“ The standard in 1885 was ten-horse pow er to 
a ton of m achinery. All th e contracts siuce 
then have been on the highest standard, and at 
the present tim e the D epartm ent has reached a 
point w here th e entire reliance can be placed 
upon it for the production of w ar vessels equal 
in ch aracter to those of any o th er country*' 
Considerable space is devoted to business 
m ethods and the introduction of a system into 
th e departm ent. 
A ch ap ter is devoted to n aval 
progress during th e year a t hom e and abroad 
aud in it is th e statem ent o f the necessity for 
increased num bers of fast protected cruisers, 
w hether lor th e purpose ol protecting or de­ 
stroying com m erce. 
The Secretary considers th e subjects of im ­ 
proved pow der projectiles and torpedo boats, 
saying in regard to the latter th a t the recent 
naval m aneuvers abroad show th a t they m ust 
still be regarded as th e m ost useful for coast and 
harbor defense. 
The estim ate for the Navy and M arine Corps 
for th e cu rren t fiscal year am ounts to 823,003.024. 


M IT C H E LL ’S TERM S. 


T h e E n g lish P u g ilist T ells on W h at C o n ­ 
d itio n s H e W on ld M eet D em p sey . 
W a s h in g to n, N ovem ber 30th.—There is an- 
parently no prospect of a fight eith er for eight 
rounds o r to a finish betw een Charley M itchell 
and Jack Dempsey. 
M itchell said last evening 
after his friendly set-to w ith K ilrain at Her­ 
n án ’ s T heater : 
“It is probable th a t I shall be in San F ran ­ 
cisco w ithin th e n ex t five or six weeks. 
1 am 
not, how ever, disposed to seriously regard the 
proposition of th e C alifornia A thletic Club to 
fight Dempsey u nder th eir auspices. 
‘‘Quite recently Mr. Vice* th e President of th e 
club, was interview ed upon this subject. Id the 
course of his rem arks he said th a t the m em bers 
of th e club w ere all friendly to Dempsey and 
w ould back him freely. Now, I ask you iairly. 
does th at offer an encouraging prospect for m e ? 
I-don’t m ean to insinuate th at these gentlem en 
w ill not do m e justice ; I know better th an that. 
They w ill endeavor to deal as fairly w ith m e as 
w ith Dempsey, but they cannot help being in- 
flenced by th eir preferences. 1 h a t’s hum an n a­ 
ture, you know , and I dislike to m eet a m an u n ­ 
d er such circums* anees. 
'■ ‘To tell you the tru th ,” said M itchell, grow­ 
ing m ore earnest in his rem arks as he pro­ 
ceeded, “ 1 d o n 't believe th a t Dempsey has any 
intention of ever standing before me. * 1 am en­ 
tirely satisfied of m y ability to w hip him , and I 
have excellent reasons for know ing th at he, 
too, is equally w ell satisfied th a t I can. If he 
can m eet m e w here th e conditions are all in his 
favor he w ill do so. but u n d er any other circum ­ 
stances he will let m e severely alone.”

Stoddard is supported 
by th e N ational Committee.

M em b ers A rrivin g a t th e C a p ita l—T he 
S p ea k ersh ip C o n test—E tc. 
W a sh in g to n, Novem ber 30tb —A rriving trains 
to-day have brought to the city a considerable 
num ber of R epresentatives and Senators, and 
by Monday there w ill be a quorum of both 
houses present. None o f th e C alitorula m em ­ 
bers have reached the city yet, but all of them 
are expected heTe to morrow or n ex t day. At 
sen ato r Stanford’s residence nothing is know n 
ol the tim e he will arrive, b u t he is expected 
here by th e m iddle of next week. 
THE DIRECT TAX DILL. 
No im portant business is expected to be trans­ 
acted u n til after the holiday recess, w ith the e x ­ 
ception of a vote on the direct tax bill. At the 
last session, after a long period of filibustering 
on the part of th e opponents of th e m easure, it 
w as agreed th at the w hole subject should go 
over uutil Decem ber 6th. w hen a vote on tne 
bill should be taken. 
Unless th is agreem ent is 
broken, the direct ta x bill will be parsed n ex t 
Thursday. It appropriates iu the neighborhood of 
8200,000,000, a n d C alifornia’s slice o f th e pie will J 
be w orth about 82,000,000. 
THE NEXT HOUSE. 
The few m em bers at the capital to-day w ere 
talk in g chiefly of the com plexion of the next 
House and a little about the Speakership. 
It is 
no longer adm itted or claim ed th a t there is any 
doubt about th e R epublicans having a m ajority. 
It is variously placed at from five to nine. The 
prospect of the m ajority being increased by 
contests provokes a discussion of the probability 
o f the D em ocrats filibustering to prevent the 
unseating of th eir m en. .Some ol the m em bers 
who w ill be iu the Fifty-first Congress intim ate 
th at such a course would not be im probable. 
THE SPEAKERSHIP 
Of the n ex t House is rapidly settling down to a 
question of section. The New E ngland in-n. as 
they come in, arc declaring for Reed, and those 
from the West and N orthw est generally speak 
favorably of one of th eir own m en. It is alm ost 
certain th a t heed, M cKinley, C annon an d Bur­ 
rows w ill each m ake an active canvas* lor the 
place, and M cKinley is considered as having th e 
best chance for election. 


O A T E S’ R EM ED Y . 


W h a t is S aid of th e A la b a m a C o rg re* * - 
m a n 'a P ro p o s itio n . 
W a sh in g to n, Novem ber30th.—R epresentative 
Oates o f A labam a a one-arm ed ex-Coufederate 
soldier, w bochas served fyur term s in th e House 
aud is re elected to th e Fifty-first Congress, is 
out iu an interview w hich causes his Southern 
brethren of a m ore secretive tu rn of m ind to in ­ 
dulge in an unlim ited am ount of profanity. 
Mr. Oates proposes to disfranchise th e negroes. i 
and to am end th e C onstitution of the I nited ¡ 
States by lim iting suffrage to w hite m en of 21 
years of age and upw ard. He says th a t every 
Southern State w ould vote to ratify such an ' 
am endm ent. 
Y ears of experience. 
Colonel 
Oates says, have proven th a t negro suffrage is a I 
failure, and an ^elem ent of eternal discord, | 
corruption and degradation. 
W ith the negro deprived of suffrage. Colonel 
Oates says th at the people of the South can vote 
according to th eir convictions, and there w ill be 
a possibility of creating a R epub ican party in 
th e Southern States. 
He says th a t th e pre ence 
of th e eternal negro m enacing th eir com m on 
interests forces the w hite people of the South 
into one p arty. At the present tim e there I s a 
general ais|>osition on tn e part o f th e R epubli­ 
can m em bers of Congress to arrive at some 
method to secure the counting of Republican 
votes in the Southern States w ithout aggravat­ 
ing the race prejudices w hich exist in th at sec­ 
tion. 
Such statem ents as are m ade by C-olonel Oates 
have a tendency to inflam e th e N orthern peo­ 
ple against th e South, am i for th is reason thé 
A labam ians and th eir neighbors are denounc­ 
ing his utterances.

E. A. I’ollard, the historian, first used 
the phrase in his book entitled “ The Lost 
Cause.’’

“ This titular description of our 
late war, which has liecotoe so popular on 
the Southern side, originated with the 
present writer. 
Shortly after the war he 
prepared to write a history of it. 
He of­ 
fered the work he designed to a New York 
publisher, who thought well of it, but ob­ 
jected to the title, ‘History of the War,’ 
etc. 
The work thus entitled might be 
confounded with some 
other 
inferior 
memoirs of the war which the writer had 
already composed, mere 
annals—1 First 
Year of the War,’ etc. 
‘ Could not some 
title be found more unique and captivat­ 
ing, and not quite so heavy ?’ 
The 
writer promised to think of such a title. 
The next day he presented himself to 
the publisher and said : 
‘I have thought 
of a name for the work I design; it is 
“The Lost Cause.” 
You see the bulk of 
the people in the South were persuaded 
that we really contended for something 
that had the dignity and importance of a 
cause— the cause of constitutional liberty 
(though God only knows what the sequel 
might have demonstrated). 
I think there 
is something ol proper dignity in the 
word cause ; then The Lost Cause is an 
advertisement of something valuable that 
is gone; besides the associations of the 
title are tender and reverential—there is a 
strain of mourning :n it. 
How do you 
like it T 
‘Excellently well,’ replied the 
publisher ; ‘it is just the thing.’ 
The 
title proved an instant success, and has 
since become monumental. 
The words, 
‘The Lost Cause,’ have been incorporated 
into the common popular language of the 
South; and the universality of their recep­ 
tion implies a significance that is itself in­ 
teresting.” 


S yn ch ron al S ystem o f T eleg r a p h in g . 
Dr. ,T. Harris Rogers, of Washington, 
D. C., has lately invented a new system of 
synchronism, which, it is claimed, will 
make it cheaper to telegraph messages 
than to mail them. 
The new system re­ 
duces the English alphabet to ten elemen­ 
tary characters. 
The messages are pre­ 
pared by means of a machine resembling a 
typewriter, and manipulated in the same 
manner with the use of ten keys—one for 
each character—any message desired can 
be written. 
Dr. Rogers for the past four 
years has been at work trying to perfect 
synchronism. 
Its 
application 
in tele­ 
graphy is to make two wheels—one at each 
end of the line—revolve simultaneously. 
According to Dr. Rogers, over 200 words 
can be transmitted in a minute by his new 
system. 
A test of the new apparatus was 
held on Tuesday afternoon, and a message 
of 76 words sent over in 25 seconds and 
printed on a tape in plain Roman charac­ 
ters. 
The inventor says that he can, by 
this system, make one wire do the work 
ten do now by the system in vogue.

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IN COSTA RICA. 


A COUNTRY WHICH ISCOURAGFS 
EARLY MARRIAGES. 


No B ach elo r L aw -m ak ers-S n fl'raR e 
L im ited to th e H ead s o f 
F a m ilie s—E tc.

Reiore bidding adieu to Costa Iiica, to 
continue our wanderings in other jiarts of 
the Isthm us, let us briefly review borne of 
th e prom inent features of this little Re­ 
public, hitherto overlooked in these desul' 
tory letters. 
No country outside of Central America 
has so unique a Constitution as th at under 
which Costa Rica was reorganized in 1848. 
I t claims to be patterned after th at of the 
model Republic of the world—the United 
States—but in many respects is very dif­ 
ferent. 
For exam ple, to exercise the elec­ 
tive franchise a citizen must be 25 years 
old, be either the father of a family or the 
head of a household, and own real estate 
to the value of at least one thousand dol­ 
lars. 
In this particular Uncle Samuel 
m ight well pattern after his feeble little 
sister. 
To be a member of Congress in Costa 
R ica the citizen must be 25 years old, and 
own real estate to-the value of three thou­ 
sand dollars, or be a professor of some 
recognized profession—it being taken for 
granted apparently, here as elsewhere, th at 
the children of genius are born to be poor. 
The President and Vice-President are 
each elected for a term of six years by 
the electoral assemblies of the counties; 
and to be 
eligible to either office the 
citizen must be thirty-three years old, own 
property to the value of ten thousand dol­ 
lars, and be, or have been, m arried. 
W hat 
a blessing in would be to W ashington so­ 
ciety could the same laws be enacted in 
the United States, and bachelor Congress­ 
men tabooed ! 
Our southern neighbors 
evidently recognize the fact th at if a man 
amounts to much, all things being equal, 
he will have accumulated a respectable 
amount of property before middle-age, and 
also the older tru th that the possession of 
home and tire-side, wife and children, give 
the citizen a more vital interest in the 
welfare of the country, upon whose ju d i­ 
cious government their freedom and value 
depends. 
The Costa Rica Constitution has other 
points equally worthy of im itation. 
It 
prescribes hospitality to strangers as a 
sacred duty, and declares citizenship to be 
forfeited by ingratitude to parents, the 
abandonment of wife or children and neg­ 
lect of the obligations due to the family 
and 
homestead. 
It also asserts some 
things that look well on paper, but cannot 
very readily be carried out—such as “lib­ 
erty of the press (Heaven save the mark!), 
personal 
security, 
the inviolability of 
property (which still may be confiscated 
on the slightest political pretext) and the 
equality of all citizens. 
The legislative power resides in a Con­ 
gress, composed of one chamber, with 
twelve members, presided over by the 
Vice-President of the Republic. 
The 
other two branches of the supreme power 
are the executive and judicial. 
The latter 
power is vested in a Supreme Court and 
other tribunals created by law. 
The Su­ 
preme Court consists of a Regent, five 
Judges and an Attorney-General. 
The 
officers (with the exception of the latter, 
who is elected for six years only,) hold 
their commissions during good behavior; 
but none of them can be suspended unless 
under impeachment, nor can they be de­ 
posed except by a formal judicial sentence. 
N either the President, Vice-President, 
or any member of the Cabinet can v o te; 
and all the offices, as well as the Judge­ 
ships of the Supreme Court, are incom­ 
patible w ith a Representative position. 
Congress appoints the Judges, prorogues its 
own Session?, and names for its recesses a 
Perm anent Commission, consisting of the 
Vice-President and four of its own mem­ 
bers. 
The passage of a law requires the 
approval of a Congressional majority, after 
three days’ discussion, or a lapse of three 
days, and the sanction of the Executive. 
T he Constitution prohibits slavery, privi­ 
leged classes, the violation of correspond­ 
ence, and primogeniture, and restricts capi­ 
tal punishm ent. 
The Republic is divided 
into five provinces, and these are subdi­ 
vided into cantons or counties, and these, 
again, into districts. 
The provinces haye 
their Governors and m ilitary comman- 
dantes, and the cantons and distiicts have 
Alcaldes and other political chiefs. 
A picturesque looking body are the 
Costa Rican police, clad in scanty linen 
and “ a little brief au th o rity ’’-^-each w ith 
a carbine slung over his shoulder, and 
dangling at one side a short, brass-hilted 
sword and a cartridge box ; the costume 
completed by a greasy old blanket and a 
ragged sombrero of Panama grass. 
Every 
evening, immediately after sunset, they are 
mustered in the main plaza and marched 
oil' to duty, each having his own particu­ 
lar “ beat.” 
They patrol the silent streets 
till day-break, calling out the hours in a 
dismal recitative, and at every half-hour 
whistling the alert. 
W hen these dreary 
vigils are ended with the crowing of the 
cocks, each offers up his oracion del sereno, 
proclaiming to the still slumbering town 
a lotid but sleepy “Ave M arie Purissim a!” 
Though on coming home late from 
theater, ball or fiesta, you may not unfre- 
quently stum ble over a ragged policeman 
snoring in the shelter of the doorway, and 
feel inclined to grumble at being so often 
awakened during the still half-hoursd>y 
his unnecessary whistle—yet his presence 
brings a comfortable sense of security and 
he is certainly 
the 
most 
faithful of 
creatures. 
In 
San Jose it is also the 
duty 
of 
the 
police 
force 
to 
fill 
and 
light 
the street 
lamps, and put 
them out in the morning. 
Though hand­ 
some 
lamp-posts of wrought-iron, 
im ­ 
ported 
from 
England, 
ornament the 
intersection of all the streets, the m unici­ 
pality illum inates itself but sparingly with 
wick and oil. 
A^ide from attending to the 
lamps and the alert, Costa Rica’s guar­ 
dians of the peace have little to do. Espe­ 
cially in San Jose, where the.greatest dis­ 
sipation is the Sunday cock-fight,'p eace­ 
fulness and temperance prevail. 
Indeed, 
all over the country, drunkenness, th at 
frightful cause of crime and riot, is almost 
unknown, though everybody who is rich 
enough to procure it drinks wine instead 
of water. 
Altogether too short is the journey be­ 
tween San Jose and Nicova Gulf—one 
point of em barkation for Panam a—for 
every regretful step seems a farewell to the 
land we have learned to love. 
Turning 
our backs upon the sm art little capital in 
the tw ilight of an early morning, we are 
w hirled out of the town as fast as horses 
can carry us; past long lines of neat, white 
cottages lining both sides of the road, then 
past carefully-cultivated huertas and farm ­ 
yards and small plantations, which extend 
all the way from the municipal lim its to 
the Bridge of Ibirilla. 
El Puenta del Arco de Ibirilla—the 
name of the bridge as set forth on tables 
of stone inserted in its battlements— spans 
a sunken lied of lava rook, over which 
brawls the Rio Grande, before taking its 
three-hundred-feet leap into the chasm of 
the G arita. 
The road is overhung by 
huge masses of lava stone, and lielow the 
bridge, breaking through thick clusters of 
regia and convolvulus, are thousands of 
tons of it, smelted into ofte steep cliff. 
Then came peaceful cane-tields and cof­ 
fee plantations, laid out with studied regu­ 
larity in squares and avenues. 
The road 
from San Jose to La Asuncion is in the 
best possible condition, broad and level, 


with a deep trench on either side, backed 
by an embankment and bristling hedge. 
T he latter was constructed years ago, by 
merely sticking into the ground green 
stalks of yucca, which, sjieedilv taking 
root, have throw n out limbs and leaves in 
such profusion that now rnechóles find hard 
work to keep them w ithin respectable 
limits. 
A t L a Ascuncion, eight miles from San 
Jose, we halt for breakfast at a posada 
(inn), whose broad white- face shines out 
hospitably through clouds of yellow dust 
perpetually rolled u p by passing coffee 
carts. 
E verything w ithin is remarkably 
clean, even to the buxom, bare-armed 
hostess, with her several chins and smile 
that somehow 
reminds one of melting 
batter. 
T he table is w ithout a cloth, hut 
shines like a m irror, and all the queerly- 
shaped furniture is of rich black mahog­ 
any, highly polished. 
The breakfast con­ 
sists of small loaves of crusty bread, which 
we dip into the most delieious chocolate. 
N ext comes the regulation beef, stewed 
w ith garlic and garnished witli a sauce of 
cliile-jiepper—fiery enough to draw tears 
from the eyes of a wooden Indian. 
Then 
we are treated 
to an excellent salad 
composed 
of 
edible 
palm-tops, 
olive 
oil and aguacates; 
ana ffterwards we 
“ top off” 
with the 
inevitable fréjoles 
(red beans) 
boiled 
in 
lard. 
In - all 
Central America, as in Mexico, it is a m at­ 
ter of stern necessity to eat fréjoles at 
every meal, or by abstaining, to stand con­ 
fessed as a barbarian and a Gringo. 
But 
in the seasoning of the beans, “yon pays 
your money a.id you takes your choice.” 
Those to the manor born garnish them 
with crumbled cheese or w ith the thin 
native molasses, or pour curdled goats’ 
m ilk over the greasy mess. Before leaving 
the festive board, everybody lights his or 
h er cigarette, as an appropriate close to 
the final course. 
An hour later we find ourselves in the 
plains of Carmen, environed on one side by 
a great cordillera, broken by volcanic 
peaks, and on the other by the ragged 
sierras of Santa A nna and San Miguel. 
T his vast am phitheater of Central Costa 
Rica was undoubtedly once the bed of a 
great inland sea, whose walls were tom 
asunder in some convulsion of nature, and 
the imprisoned 
waters 
found 
liberty 
through the rent th at now forms the out­ 
let of the Rio Grande. 
The plains of Car­ 
men comprise the lower portion of this 
am phitheater and exhibit a loose, dark 
loam, interspersed w ith quantities ot vol­ 
canic debris. 
For miles no sign of human 
life 
disturbs 
the 
scene, nothing but 
breadth, lightness,-infinitude—the sun in 
his fullness, rum blings of thunder over­ 
head, though not an angry speck appears 
upon the cloudless blue, and the sound of 
visible waters pulsing through the warm 
earth. 
In due course we reach Atenas, a city of 
true 
republican 
sim plicity, 
w ith 
one 
church, a posada and a score or more of 
poor huts. 
T he iun, where we lunch while 
the horses -are resting, has an amazingly 
high-peaked roof, thatched with plantain 
leaves; the intericr furnished with little 
but a plaster floor, a flame-colored 'wood­ 
cut of San Francisco de Assis and half a 
dozen naked children. 
The landlady, 
whose head was shaped precisely like a 
cocoanut, w ith skin the fac simile of bread­ 
fruit, frankly acknowledged th at bugs and 
pigs infested the house, and advised us not 
to remain overnight - which, I assure you, 
we had no intention of doing. 
v 
A t the point called Delmonte a ravine 
opens below us, in which m ountains like 
the Catskills m ight be hidden, and disclos­ 
ing San Pablo, the eternal sentinel of the 
Republic, in all the magnitude of his glory. 
Still toiling up the Aguacale range, every 
turn in the winding road deceiving us iffto 
the belief th at it would be the last—often 
obliged to draw close to the rocks to let a 
train of coffee carts go by— we journeyed 
on through the clouds. 
Long after nigbttall we reach Esparza, 
the poorest, laziest and most down-at-heel 
town we have yet encountered. 
It has the 
look of a deserted village— not of one vio­ 
lently depopulated, or whose inhabitants 
have gone away on an errand, but as if it 
had slowly died of old age and neglect. 
In truth, it is one of the very oldest towns 
on the American Continent. 
Columbus, 
you remember, entered the Boca del Toro 
in the year 1502, and only twelve years 
later th e foundations were laid for this 
Spanish stronghold, which was christened 
Esparza— “ the H oly 
Spirit of Hope.” 
There are no ruins to tell the story of his 
misfortunes, no footprints stamped in blood 
upon her pavements, for in these southern 
climes N ature soon heals the wounds which 
torch and sword inflict. 
In 1620, when 
richest in orange groves and wine-yielding 
palms, Esparza was seized and sacked by a 
band of French marauders. 
H ardly had 
she recovered from that shock when war 
dealt her a deadlier blow, aqjl only fifteen 
years afterward a gang of English robbers, 
under command of a cut-throat named 
.Sharp, pounced upon the beautiful city and 
plundered it right and left. 
Then they 
set it on fire and decamped, carrying with 
them several prisoners from the first fami­ 
lies (men and women), whom they after­ 
ward released upon tíre payment by their 
relatives of large sums of money. 
From the terrors of those days Esparza 
has never recovered. 
Many of her inhab­ 
itants fled to the fertile plains of Bagaces, 
in the province of Guanacartis, others took 
refuge beyond the mountains, and a few 
hid themselves in the Unknown valley of 
the Frio. 
Despite all she has lost and’ all 
she has suffered and the withered old age 
of the town, the outskirts of Esparza are 
btill beautiful w ith odorous orange-groves, 
well stocked portierreras, and neat white 
farm 
houses, 
w ithin whose walls are 
huertas overflowing with fruits and flowers. 
All around lie the richest lands conceiv­ 
able, open as well as wooded, capable of 
yielding cocoa, sugar, indigo and cotton— 
in short, nearly everything—in lavish quan­ 
tities. But tru th compels us to adm it th at 
they are by no means cultivated as they de­ 
serve— a few scant patches of sugar-cane 
being raised here and there, for fodder 
only, and their products equally neglected. 
And here in this old-time stronghold of 
“The Holy Spirit of Hope” we will leave 
ourselves for the night—our last night in 
Costa Rica.

I*o Americans know that, owing to 
some cloud which rested on Lady Sack­ 
ville, her daughters, as a consequence, are 
debarred from apjiearing at the court of 
their Queen? 
W hat this cloud is, I do 
not profess to know. 
I state but the fact, 
which doubtless may be verified by apply­ 
ing to the Lord Chamberlain, Stable Yafd 
St. J ames’ Palace, London, W . C. 
W ho­ 
ever Lord Sackville’s successor may be, it 
is to be hoped th at his wife will be “ pre­ 
sentable” in th at sense in which the 
chaste and unscandalized spouses of the 
commoners are. 
The wives of our Sena­ 
tors and Congressmen are, as far as the 
m aintenance of proprieties is concerned, 
quite as exclusive as Queen V ictoria, and 
they thould not be perm itted to risk con­ 
tact with any lady at the B ritish Legation 
whose presence would not be tolerated in 
the drawing-rooms of Buckingham Palace. 


In the Parnell Commission which has 
lately opened sympathies will naturally en­ 
list themselves on the weaker side. 
The 
Times single-handed is lighting a nation, 
and to whichever side tbe sym pathies are 
given no one, who has studied the prelim ­ 
inaries of the case, will deny th at Mr. 
W alters is conducting his fight iir a man­ 
ner in keeping with the splendid tradi­ 
tions of his great newspaper. 
A t the 
opening of the Commission there was pres­ 
ent the largest and most influential press 
gathering th at lias ever attended a public 
trial. 
A ll the great journals of England 
were represented, and many of America, 
while there were reporters from France, 
Germ any and even Russia. 
Every dav 
th a t the Commission sits entails a certain 
expense on Mr. W alters of £-1,000 for “re­ 
freshers” to counsel and the cost of feeing 
and m aintaining the band of 300 witnesses 
which lie has subpenaed from Ireland and 
America. 
E ighty of these receive £25 a 
day and their board bill paid at the fash­ 
ionable inns of Court Hotel. 
Added to 
this daily outlay is the cost of working up 
the case, the bringing at immense cost of 
witnesses from the U nited States, and the 
retaining fees of live thousand guineas and 
four thousand guineas with which the 
briefs of Sir Richard Welister, Q. C\, and 
Sir H enry Jam es, Q. C., were respectively 
marked. 
How the ease will end no one 
can yet say. 


I t is the fate of Irish Chief Secretaries 
to be misunderstood, and it is now known 
by the recently published biography of 
M r.Forster,that the much maligned “buck­ 
shot” was one of the most mild-mannered, 
wide-hearted men th at ever lived. 
This, 
however, hardly prepares the reader for 
the knowledge th at his Tory successor, 
A rthur Balfour, or “ bloody Balfour,” as 
he is dubbed by the Irish Nationalists, is 
one of the most cultured and accomplished 
young men who have ever had a task con­ 
fided to them in notorious antipathy with 
their tastes. 
F ar from being a Cromwell, 
Lord Salisbury’s nephew more nearly re­ 
sembles in character the late M atthew 
Arnold, than the iron protector of the 
seventeenth century. 
The following ex­ 
cerpt-is taken from the London Spectator, a 
journal strenuously opposed to Mr. Bal­ 
four’s policy, but which is grudgingly 
compelled to do justice to its author in 
the following language: 
“Comparatively 
few know th at the Chief Secretary for Ire­ 
land, who sends members t& prison and 
faces Fenian knives, and defies Parnellite 
orators w ith the same half humorous, half 
scornful determ ination, is one of the most 
accomplished men in the island, with an 
organization which enables him to be a 
scientific critic of music, with a wide 
knowledge of science and philosophy.” 
This much-abused functionary has lately 
been delivering himself of a sermon on 
agnosticism, in which occur passages th at 
in pathos are hardly surpassed by the 
w ritings of St. Augustine, and in diction, 
by the language of Newman himself. 
In 
reading this noble discourse, one can only 
express amazement at the turn of the po­ 
litical wheel which has placed such an 
exquisitely rounded peg in such an un­ 
compromisingly square hole. 


And so the R ight Hon. Joseph Cham­ 
berlain, in the face of all th at the news­ 
papers foretold to the contrary, has stulti­ 
fied their prophecies by wedding Miss En- 
dicott, and at this w riting the foiled Fish 
Commissioner is on board the steamship 
La Bourgogne on her way to Paris. 
Mus­ 
ing on the checkered history of this extra­ 
ordinary man, how baffled in diplomacy 
he was successful in love, and th at in a 
quarter where, according to the best in ­ 
formed newspapers, he had not the ghost 
of a show, I-fell into poetry, after the m an­ 
ner of the laureate in the Examiner, and 
here are the results: 
You th a t im paled him and jeeringly hailed 
him 
Prim eye-glassed P u nch of a m eaningless 
show, 
W ith the gall of a gherkin, h e's got his fine 
w ork in, 
Eloped w ith our lassie has B rum m agem Joe. 


Foiled in his wishes anent factious fishes, 
B ullied and badgered by statesm en irate, 
In all this dark tangle he’s m anaged to angle 
A n heiress, w ith nothing but Joseph for bait. 


The notorious adventuress of forty ali­ 
ases, but desctibed in the Newgate calen­ 
dar as Mrs. Gordon-Baillie, has at length 
reached the end of a pretty long tether, 
and for the next five years will exercise 
her blandishments on beings less suscepti­ 
ble to their influence than the credulous 
B ritish tradesman. 
Endowed with great 
personal attractions, the career of this ex­ 
traordinary imposter reads like a romance. 
H er dupes included editors. Judges, cler­ 
gymen, a British Admiral and a Scottish 
Professor, while for twenty years her path 
was strewn with the wrecks of ruined 
tradesmen and such small deer. 
Of plaus­ 
ible address and insinuating manners, Mrs. 
Baillie imposed on everybody with whom 
she came in contact. 
M arried to another 
swindler like herself, Mrs. Baillie did not 
scruple to become the mistress of Sir R ich­ 
ard Duckworth King, on the dyiUse of 
which magnate, she had the effrontery to 
bring an action against his executors’ for 
defrauding her out of the family estates 
at the very time when there were seven­ 
teen indictments waiting service on the 
fair prosecutor for felony. 
In Florence 
she passed herself off as the widow of an 
American General, and being successful in 
getting the ear of the A cting United 
States Consul in that city, was enabled to 
gain a standing with the lair Florentines, 
whom the impostor duped right and left. 
A flight to New Y ork or New Zealand, 
when the Old W orld capitals got too hot 
to hold her, was with Mrs. Baillie a m at­ 
ter of yearly occurrence. 
Nobody seemed 
capable of w ithstanding her sorcerv, which 
she practiced successfully even on the 
unim aginative temperaments of the croft­ 
ers of Skye. 
However, such prosperity, 
though it lasted twenty years, could not 
go on forever, and at last a Scotland Yard 
detective, blind to the allurem ents of a 
ravishing tea-gown and the h int of a neat 
loot and inkle peeping from under the 
skirt, succeeded in arresting Mrs. Baillie 
and impounding the impostor's charms in 
the iron-spiked dock of Newgate. 


Some sort of moral should be gleaned 
from the following case, though it will be 
pointed differently as the sym pathies are 
enlisted for th e plaintiff or defendant. 
A 
young lady, Miss W atson, laid the dam ­ 
ages of a broken heart at £500, for which 
sum she brought an action against a young 
fellow named K irkland. In defense of the 
charge the latter put in as evidence a let­ 
ter he had received from the plaintiff in 
which she stated “ you must choose be­ 
tween me and a cigar.” 
K irkland chose 
the latter, and the engagement being 
broken ofl in consequence, Miss W atson in­ 
dicted her quondam sw eetheart for trifling 
w ith her atiections. 
It is to be presumed 
th at the alternative which the young lady 
offered her sweetheart was not made in 
earnest, as else he could not have been 
guilty of perfidy in choosing the lesser of 
the two evils presented to him . 
The 
Judge took a very unrom antic view of the 
case, and holding th at the defendant was 
quite justified in taking the young lady at 
her word, non-suited the latter and allowed 
the smoker his costs. 


For years past the doings of “ the pe­ 
culiar peopfc ” have been a source of per 
plexity to the London magistracy. 
The 
tenets of the faith .professed by members of 
this sect forbid them calling in medical 
aid whenever any of their family is pros­ 
trated by sickness. 
In emergencies of this 
sort the Elders of the church are sent for, 
who jesoit to the “ prayer of faith,” by 
which means only are the peculiar people 
perm itted to recover themselves of their 
ailments. 
Recently an inquest was held 
on the body of “ baby Geobev,” whose 
mother, .being a member of the faith sect, 
declined to take other means for saving 
the child’s life than the ones which her 
religion prescribed.

tomary remedies been employed the child's 
life would have been saved, the question 
was w hether the m other should be com­ 
m itted for m anslaughter. 
This has inva­ 
riably happened in tbe past, but, contrary 
to precedent, on the present occasion the 
jury refused to com nrt, recognizing the 
claims of a faith for which its members 
will willingly 
suffer m artyrdom 
than 
break w ith their traditions.

FARM POINTERS. 


A thrifty farmer invigorates a neighbor­ 
hood. 
A lazy one demoralizes i t .— Field 
and Farm. 
Plows in the fence corners ai e a sign of 
“ farm for sale ” w ithin ten years.— Home 
and Farm. 
Do not spend an idle hour in town until 
you have provided ample fuel to last six 
mouths, at least! 
This tendency toward 
less fencing is 
gaining ground every year, and farmers are 
certainly gaining ground by it.— Hartford 
Times. 
Never treat superiors w ith servility or 
inferiors with arrogance. 
Speak as kindly 
to a day laborer as to one occupying a high 
position.— Good Housekeeping. 
Scientific farming means full employ­ 
m ent of every available means whereby 
larger and more profitable returns may be 
secured for the labor employed. 
W hen the hurry of farm work ceases in 
autum n there are many opportunities to 
make improvements, for which the season 
is favorable and the time propitious. 
There were nsed last year in the State of 
New Jersey 460,000 tons of commercial 
fertilizers. 
It is estim ated th at two-tliirds 
of this was used for garden and fruit crops. 
W henever a farmer discovers th at his 
team is one of the heaviest items in his 
expenses, and must be kept at work every 
day when work is possible, he has a fair 
chance of success. 
W ell-drained and deeply tilled land 
stores w arm th to such an extent as to pro­ 
long the season of growth and obviate 
risks of frosts that otherwise m ight reduce 
profits of cultivation m aterially.— Pacific 
Farmer. 


H in ts to P a in ters. 
Though realism, in the full meaning of 
the term , is to be condemned, the extrem e 
opposite, shown in a careless rendering of 
details approaching to slight suggestive­ 
ness, is equally certain to attract attention 
away from the main purpose of the painter. 
An apt illustration of this occurs to me. 
My old friend. Sir W illiam Boxall, showed 
me a portrait of a man in which tiie head 
was distinguished by the mastery of char- 
acter-expression, and above all, color, th at 
the works of the distinguished artist al­ 
ways presented; 
but the black coat and 
hands were very slight and sketchy ; 
the 
head was wonderfully like a head, hut the 
coat was wonderfully unlike a coat. 
I 
complained. 
“ W hy, my dear fellow” said Boxall, “ I 
want the head to be principal. 
A coat is 
easier to paint than a head, and I have left 
it as you see, so as not to attract attention 
from the head.” 
“But,” rejoined I, “you have painted the 
coat so badly that it does precisely w hat 
you intended it should not d o ; it attracts 
attention from the head.” 
T his littie anecdote shows the difficulty 
of prescribing the precise line of demarca­ 
tion between slovenly suggestiveness and a 
too complete im itation of subordinate de­ 
tails, both being destructive of th at which 
ought to be the main purpose of the 
painter. 
I have always thought th at H ogarth hit 
the exact m ark in his rendering of details, 
under which heading I include drgsses, 
furniture, background— in fact, everything 
th at constitutes the setting of such gems as 
the “M arriage a la Mode.” 
Imagine one of Terburg’s white satin 
petticoats on one of H ogarth’s figures! 
The scene would be vulgarized. 
How, then, is the student to guide him ­ 
self through this difficulty? 
If he is a 
portrait painter, he will find in the best 
works of Vandyke, Rembrandt, T itian and 
Velasquez the precise point to which the 
completion of details should be carried. 
There are examples of Vandyke and R u­ 
bens, notably in the Blenheim portraits by 
the latter (now, a la s! lost to this country), 
in which the pearls and lace, bows and 
dresses are properly finished—that is to 
say, they are exquisite representations of 
the different objects painted, with exactly 
the right amount of realism, and subordi­ 
nated with adm irable skill to the chief ob­ 
jects, namely, the heads of the persons 
represented. 
f 
If the student be a painter of history I 
refer him to w hat I have already said. 
If

those of Ja n Steen, whose art is scarcely 
inferior to th at of Titian. 
In those he 
will find neither slovenliness nor realism, 
but the juste mileiu between the two. 
I feel less competent to speak of land­ 
scape art. 
T urner is the gou of my adol- 
atry, and in his work I can find no “ real­ 
ism,” but only the rendering of nature by 
the hand of a true poet.— Hm. P . frith, in 
Magazine of A rt. 


C rossing for E g g s an d C h ick s. 
To get good laying hens th at will pro-, 
duce first-class m arket chicks, the main 
point is to begin by crossing to produce 
the hens. 
To do this, mate a Brown Leg­ 
horn male w ith Partridge Cochin hens. 
The produce will be hens th at are one-half 
Leghorn and one-half Cochin. 
They will 
lie of medium size, and combine the prolif­ 
icacy of the Leghorn w ith th e -hardiness 
of the Cochin, and will equal the pure 
Leghorn as layers. 
Now mate these with 
a W yandotte male, and the - chicks will be 
one-half W yandotte, one-fourth Cochin 
and one-fourth Leghorn, and while your 
hens will be good layers, your chicks will 
be equal to the best in the m arket.—M ir­ 
ror and Farmer.

ONE LANGUAGE. 


SHALL IT BE YOLAPCK OR THE 
SPANISH. 


A n A rg u m e n t in F a v o r of A dopting 
tb e L a tte r a n d in C o n trast 
W ith 
E n g lish . 


A w riter in the Mexico Too Republics pre­ 
sents 
some interesting observations 
in 
favor of the Spanish as the universal 
language of the future, and contrasts it 
with English to the decided advantage, 
from his standpoint, to his favorite tongue. 
H e say s: 
Philologists are searching for a uni­ 
versal language. 
The various artificial 
systems now being invented prove unsatis­ 
factory. 
A ttention is being directed to 
the Spanish. 
The Spanish language lias 
been pruned and purified until it is per­ 
fect. 
U nlike the French, every letter is 
distinctly sounded and never varies, and 
unlike the English, French and most 
other languages, it has no double letters, 
for th e double 1 is a distinct letter of itself. 
I do not recall a single word th at stands for 
two different things or two words tjiat are 
pronounced alike although spelled differ­ 
ently, although many words by adding the 
accent, change 
their 
significance 
and 
sound. 
M any imagine th at the Spanish is much 
more prolix than English. 
There they 
are in error. 
In English we say, “ W ill it 
rain?” 
In Spanish they ask, “ Llorera?” 
W e reply, “ I will see/ 
In Spanish the 
answer would be, “ Vere.” 
W hich is most 
concise ? 
French, which is so universally spoken 
by all educated people except Americans, 
and as we all know was once the universal 
court language of Europe, has so many 
silent letters and so many double conso­ 
nants th a t it is not desirable as a common 
language, although there are but few words 
w ith double meaning. 
In fact, I only re­ 
call one—“pecheur,” a fisherman or a sin­ 
ner. 
The English language is unquestionably 
a crude m ixture of Norman, French and 
Saxon and other dialects. 
I t has been 
pruned down a great deal, but needs a 
thorough regeneration before it could be­ 
come a universal idiom. 
No language, I 
will venture to say, is more difficult for a 
foreigner to master—so many words are 
spelled and pronounced exactly alike, and 
yet w ith such different meaning. 
Take, 
for instance, the line : 
G rave upon my grave a sentence grave. 
Then there are as many others spelled 
ju st alike but pronounced 
differently. 
Also, so many words spelled alike but with 
such different signification—a box of candy 
or a box on th e.ear. 
Then there are so 
many words spelled differently but pro­ 
nounced exactly alike, as Hood say s: 
They told th e sexton au d the sexton tolled the 
bell. 
Volumes could he filled with quotations 
of the inconsistencies of the English lan­ 
guage, but I think I have quoted enough 
to demonstrate its utter uselessness as the 
foundation of a universal language. 
Spanish—aside from the wide area in 
which it is spoken— through its derivation 
from the L atin, is connected so intim ately 
with the Italian, Portuguese and other 
South European tongues as to place it far 
ahead of all living idiotus for a universal 
language. 
The w riter’s views are given at some 
length because they are discrim inating 
and intelligent upon a subject of wide­ 
spread interest. 
If the questions of uni­ 
versal language turned merely upon points 
of gram m atical fitness, such as ortho­ 
graphic and syntactical excellence, much 
m ight be conceded to the elegant Spanish 
tongue. But, unfortunately, considerations 
of that nature have had little influence in 
such m atters in th e past, and under the 
operation of the same forces they can have 
but little effect in the future. 
T hat which came nearest to a universal 
language in historic times was the Roman 
or Latin. 
Forced upon all the peoples of 
Europe, of N orth Africa and of a consid­ 
erable part of Asia, the L atin became 
their official language of laws and religion. 
State officers, the priesthood and 
all 
learned persons in every profession were 
required to know it, and as a m atter of 
course th e common people picked up more 
or less of it. 
The Romans were too proud 
to learn the S[>eecli of conquered peoples ; 
they forced the vanquished to learn theirs. 
The result has been impressed upon the 
history of the world to such a degree that 
its influence is felt to-day in the ritual of 
the most extended branch of the Christian 
church, in the curriculum of all our col­ 
leges, and in every physician’s preseripton. 
T he Greek was a much more elegant and 
perfect language, but it was compelled to 
succumb to the vast m aterial forces of the 
Roman conquerers. 
To-day there is no nation which is push­ 
ing its m ilitary power into all couutries, 
but there is in its stead a race of men 
which is dotting the continents and islands 
of th e globe w ith its colonies; which is 
pushing its commerce into every land, and 
is covering every sea with its ships. 
This 
race does not represent one nation, but 
many ; 
and however they may differ on 
qu& tions of government and public econ­ 
omy they are one in speech. 
Every box 
and barrel of merchandise which they 
carry into foreign countries, everv book 
and-newspaper issued from their presses 
and sent to foreign lands is a missionary to 
carry th eir language and to fasten it by 
force upon other nations. 
Commerce and colonization have taken 
the place of war and conquest in the pro­ 
pagation of a particular speech upon the 
hum an race, and they are quite as potent 
to accomplish such an end. It looks now as 
if the English is to be the universal lan­ 
guage of the future, and unless a people 
shall arise with a greater aptitude for com­ 
merce and 
colonization, and 
with an 
ability to humble and conquer the Eng­ 
lish-speaking nations, there is no escape 
from the conviction th at by the tim e the 
next century shall have passed there will 
be more speakers of English than of Chi­ 
nese on the face of the globe, and not a 
settlem ent or community, however obscure, 
will be destitute of people who know our 
speech.— .Veto Orleans l icayurif.

Cottage cheese is best when made as soon 
as the m ilk is thick and firm, before it be­ 
comes disagreeably acid. 
H eat the m ilk 
by placing the pan over boiling water, by 
pouring boilipg water slowly into the milk, 
stirring constantly in both cases. H eating 
to 95* Fahr., or, if you have no th er­ 
mometer, about as warm as new m ilk, co­ 
agulate th e albumen sufficiently to sepa­ 
rate it from the whey. 
Pour in a cloth to 
drain. 
To each pint of the drained curd 
add butter one-half the size of an egg, and 
one-half pint of sweet cream ; then add 
salt or not as suits your taste. 
Place in 
molds or bowls, which should be previously 
dipped in cold water, and when it is 
wanted turn out and serve. 
Made in this 
way, it is as much superior to th at which 
has been heated till the albumen is tough, 
as a nicely boiled egg to the hard-boiled 
one. 
T he principal is the same with both 
these articles of food. 
Too great heat ren­ 
ders the albumen tough, insoluble, un­ 
pleasant to taste and difficult of digestion.

One of yonr exchanges recently con­ 
tained the particulars of an interview with 
H enry J . M eredith on the subject of blood­ 
hounds, which 
Mr. M eredith would be 
glad to see introduced into the m ountain­ 
ous districts of this State, w ith the object 
of tracking crim inals and fugitives from 
justice. 
The idea of acclim ating these an­ 
im als in California is by no means a new 
one, and has long been iam iliar to the 
wardens of 
our penitentiaries, one of 
whom, General McComb, m aintained at 
Folsom quite a kennel of them . 
T he 
evasion of capture by outlaws and stage- 
robbers in the wooded interior point to 
the conclusion th at liefore very long the 
keeping of bloodhounds will become com­ 
mon, at least among .Sheriffs and local 
Constables, whose efforts to capture crim ­ 
inals have not infrequently been rendered 
alw rtive by the want of a trained dog. 
In 
view, then, of the prospective introduc­ 
tion into California of these noble animals, 
a word or two as to their history and cap­ 
abilities may prove interesting to those 
readers of 
the 
R ecorD-Union whose 
knowledge of bloodhounds is of a hazy and 
fragm entary nature. U nder various ñames 
the bloodhound has been the ally of man 
from the earliest times. 
H is docility,, his 
extraordinary powers of scent and his per­ 
severance in following it up, have made 
him a valuable acquisition in casc-s where 
the quarry, w hether hum an or animal, 
was beyond 


T H E K EN OK SIGH T OR H EA DIN G . 
T he bloodhound was originally introduced 
into England by the Xorntans, and was 
used by them in m aintaining the strin­ 
gency of the forest law s; in particular, 
in the tracking of poachers and deer­ 
stalkers, of which Sherwood and the New 
Forest were full. 
T he “ claims of long 
descent” in the case’of the bloodhound are 
sufficiently vouched for by the use of these 
anim als in heraldry, where they occasion­ 
ally figure as “ supporters,” and in rare in­ 
stances are found quartered on the shield 
itself. 
In N orth B ritain they were exten­ 
sively employed for the tracking of Scot­ 
tish outlaws by the English forces. Robert 
Bruce and Sir W illiam Wallace were eacii 
in turn hufited by bloodhounds, though in 
the latter case the treachery of man ac­ 
complished what the scent of the hound 
was powerless to effect. 
D uring the times 
of the border raids, bloodhounds were re­ 
sorted to by the chiefs of either faction. 
T he Percys and the Douglasses both pos­ 
sessed 
extensive 
kennels of these sa­ 
gacious brutes, and we read how one Sir 
Richard Musgrave, 
"B y w ily turns and desperate bounds 
H ad baffled Percy’s b e.t bloodhounds." 
T he eccentric Earl of Howard, known to 
border ballads as “ Belted W ill,” in his ca­ 
pacity of W arden of the Marches, m ain­ 
tained several packs of these animals, 
which he utilized to admirable purpose in 
tracing the perpetrators of outrages and 
hunting to their lairs the numerous bands 
of cattle thieves, of which the country at 
th at tim e was full. 
Known in Scotland as 
the sleuthhound, th e 'detection by the lat- 
ter's aid of the

Gave an advertisem ent to the dog which 
its subsequent feats have in every wav 
contributed to sustain. 
This cannibal 
outlaw had for years baffled the efforts of 
justice to trace him to his haunt, until re­ 
course was had to bloodhounds, who per­ 
formed in a few hours a task th at had 
checkmated the King’s officers for months. 
H eaded by K ing Jam es, a party 'of troop­ 
ers were guided by bloodhounds to an ob­ 
scure cave on the coast of Galloway, the 
headquarters of the Bean family, and” from 
where they issued to make war on the 
hum an race. 
“ The victims were waylaid 
under cover of night on their way from 
country fairs, or, in the case of isolated 
travelers, were openly attacked in daylight. 
The same soul-sickening m utilation was 
effected in east case, the abdomen was 
cut open, tiie entrails dragged out, and 
th e body carried to the cave, there to 
lie devoured by the cannibal inmates. 
To prevent 
detection, 
thev m urdered 
every traveler 
they robbed, 
aud 
for 
years continued their horrible calling. 
In this manner,” the chronicle tells us 
“they lived till they had eight sons and 
six daughters, eighteen grandsons and 
fourteen granddaughters, all the offspring 
of incest.” 
This family of ghouls was suc­ 
cessfully tracked by bloodhounds, who ren­ 
dered in this act a most signal service to 
justice, recollection of which, the lapse of 
two centuries has been powerless to efface. 
In England, in the early years of the pres­ 
ent century, tiie Thrapston Association for 
th e prosecution of felons, owned blood­ 
hounds, by whose aid some of the most 
notorious highwaymen of the time were 
detected and 


BROUGHT TO THE GALLOWS. 
In the days of slavery bloodhounds were 
extensively used in Cuba, and in the 
Southern States previous to the war, they 
were frequently employed in tracking those 
Africans held to service who preferred free­ 
dom to the patriarchal institution. 
The “ casts ” which have recently been 
made w ith bloodhounds in Egpdon prove 
th at the inherited instinct has not been 
blunted by generations of jieaceful use. 
T heoretically these experim ents havebeen 
successful, though there is every reason for 
doubting 
w hether 
the 
distinguishing 
faculty of the bloodhound can ever be 
turned to much account in great cities. 
In the issue of this journal for the 17th 
inst. the writer pointed out how the pave­ 
m ent of these places is fatal to the reten­ 
tion of scent, and how the inducements to 
forsake the trail are, in the crowded thor­ 
oughfares of towns, overwhelming. 
The 
country is par excellence the field for the 
bloodhound, where there is a complete ab­ 
sence of those 
distracting 
sights and 
sounds which m ilitate against the success­ 
ful prosecution of a trail. 
In the case of 
th e W hitechapel murders, if the perpe­ 
trator of tjnmi is ever discovered it will be 
by other means than the scent of hounds, 
whose detective faculty becomes demoral­ 
ized by th e hindrances to concentration 
w hich the traffic of a city like London 
opposes. Contrary to ñ le opinion generally 
entertained, the bloodhound is neither 
ficrcen or sanguinary, and thougfc carnivor­ 
ous in the sense that all dogs are, had no 
■exalted'appetite for flesh food, w hether 
hum an or anim al. 
H is name is wrongly 
associated w ith the possession of a craving 
o f which he inherits no larger share than 
th e beagle or fox-hound. 


HIS THIRST FOR BLOOD 
Ls an entire m yth, and in his fare the 
bloodhound asks no change from the diet 
o f the pointer or setter. A ll sporting dogs 
require m eat at intervals, but the usual 
d iet of bloodhounds in England consists 
for the most part of dog crackers, which, 
w ith an occasional bone or two, m aintains 
th e anim als in perfect fettle. 
F or ali 
round intelligence, the bloodhound is in ­ 
ferior to the setter, but excels the pointer, 
w hile he is docile and gentle to the extent 
th a t he may be freely trusted among chil­ 
dren. 
In the Germ an dachshund the 
bloodhound has a rival in scent which 
easily distances him, but the keenness with 
w hich this instinct is developed in the 
former anim al at the expensaof the other 
faculties, render him an indifferent substi­ 
tu te for the bloodhound. "filie uglv, dumpy 


bandy-legged little dachshund is chiefly 
rem arkable for tbe grotesque appearance 
which an excessively long barrel and ridic­ 
ulously short legs communicate to his 
frame, and though his scent is much nicer 
than the bloodhound’s, his lim ited powers 
- of locomotion make him a valueless auxil­ 
iary when the trail to lie covered is a long 
one. 
T he presence of blood is wholly un­ 
essential to the tracking of a quarry, 
though it is asserted that blood spilt on 
the trail will effectually interfere w ith the 
following of it. 
W ell bred bloodhounds 
never mangle a quarry, or indeed attack it, 
a breach of etiquette on their part which 
would at once proclaim them of plebian 
origin. They may be trained for a variety 
of purposes besides man tracking, but to 
the extent they exhibit proficiency in the 
former, to th at extent is the delicacy of 
their more normal function likely to be in­ 
terfered with. 
Every dog to "his trade, 
th e harrier for the hare, the deerhound 
for the hart, and the 


BLOODHOUND FOR T H E OUTLAW. 
The latter is too noble an animal to be 
employed at rough work, and if he is to 
preserve unimpaired his wonderful instinct 
for man-tracking, the dog should never be 
prostituted to baser uses. 
To keep hounds 
in training it is only necessary to occa­ 
sionally cast them off' on the trail of some 
tram p, who, with an hour's start and a 
dollar’s compensation for his risk, would 
furnish sport for the dogs and exercise for 
himself. 
This experim ent is frequently 
resorted to in the rural districts of Eng­ 
land, where the “ quarry” is generally 
found in the sanctuary of a wayside inn, 
solacing himself with beer aud uttering 
m aledictions at the hounds. 
In conclusion, the bloodhound as a de­ 
tective, is in certain emergencies superior 
to man, and if introduced into the moun­ 
tainous districts of this State, would very 
soon demonstrate his value in the tracking 
of outlaws and stage-robbers, who contrive 
in too many instances to elude the clutch 
of th eir hum an pursuers.

F r u it P a c k in g . 
m 
T he Auction gives the following sensible 
advice on the subject of fruit packing: 
The habit of packing fruit with the finest 
fruit at the top, while that at the bottom 
of the packages is small and inferior, is not 
confined to this country, as may be seen by 
the foreign papers. 
A letter from a Lon­ 
don w riter to the Adelaide (South Aus­ 
tralia) Observer, states that the w riter has 
watched the shipm ent of fruit from the 
Colony to the English market, and the 
packing is dishonest in every respect. The 
boxes are rough, and from the first glance 
would be set down as containing a cheap 
quality of goods. 
Apples were rolled in 
wallpaper of red and ■ green, and in many 
cases the color had been communicated 
from the paper to the fruit, spoiling it for 
m arket. In cases containing apples nearly 
four inches long, w ith beautiful color anil 
smoothness, were windfalls of about two 
inches in circumference— miserable little 
things, fit only for swine. 
This, of course, 
spoiled the sale, and cases th at would have 
brought 23s. or 24s. sold for 16s. or 17s. 
This is a pointer to all of our fruit-packers 
in this country, and should be profited bv. 
The grower who packs his Iruit to sell at 
first-class prices, and in the liottom of his 
cases places small, inferior fruit for the 
purpose of gain, cheats the consumer, the 
commission merchant, the retailer, and— 
last of all, himself. 
If you have good 
fruit, pack it together and get a good price, 
letting the small fruit go for what it is 
worth. 
W hen once á m erchant finds he 
has received a poor article from the ship­ 
per, he is inclined to give that man a wide 
berth, unless it can be satisfactorily ex­ 
plained, and even then he is not satisfied 
4° pay good prices for goods received. 
Honest fruit-packing will' pay the liest in 
the long run, and we hope" our W estern 
and Southern growers will not lose sight of 
this fact.” 


Intestinal Worms—Warts. 
The Southern Cultivator being asked for a 
remedy for intestinal worms in a one-year- 
old colt, and for warts on a horse, answers 
as follows: 
1. The following is a good treatm ent for 
worms in a horse or c o lt: 
One dram sul­ 
phate of iron (copperas), one dram tartar 
emetic, two drams linseed meal. 
Mix %nd 
give as one dose for a grown horse, or half 
the quantity for a colt under two years of 
age, repeating the dose m orning and night 
for a week ; then give a purgative of: One 
ounce spirits of turpentine, one pint raw 
linseed oil. 
M ix and give as one dose for 
a horse, or half the quantity for a colt. In 
about two or three weeks repeat the entire 
treatm ent. 
2. If the warts are small and pendulous, 
clip them off w ith a pair of scissors or 
choke them off by tying a silk thread 
tightly around the neck; then cauterize 
them w ith lunar caustic or touch with a 
red-hot iron. 
If the warts are flat touch 
them w ith a drop or two of nitric acid 
once a day until destroyed. 
The burning 
w ith a hot iron or nitric acid converts the 
place into an ordinary sore, which should 
then be greased daily with a little lard or 
unsalted butter. 


The following has been issued and seat 
out concerning the Paris Exhibition, tobe 
held in January, and is self-explanatory:

By joint resolution approved May 10, 
1888, Congress formally accepted the invi­ 
tation of the French Republic to take part 
in the Paris Universal Exposition of 1889, 
and made an appropriation to defray the 
expenses incident to the collection and in­ 
stallation of the American exhibit. 
It was 
provided that a Commissioner-General and 
an Assistant Commissioner-General should 
he appointed to frame rules and regulations 
for the undertaking, and, under the Secre­ 
tary of State, to control the expenditures 
to which it m ight ttive rise; and that as 
assistants to 
the Commissioner-General 
nine scientific experts, to be assigned to 
the nine groups into which the French 
authorities have divided the Exposition, 
should be appointed by the President. 
It 
was furtherm ore made the duty of the 
Commissioner of A griculture to collect and 
prepare suitable specimens of the agricult­ 
ural productions of the several States and 
Territories. 
In accordance with the provisions of 
this resolution of Congress, arrangements 
have been duly made between General 
W illiam B. Franklin, Commissioner-Gen­ 
eral, and 'Norman J . Colman, Commis­ 
sioner of Agriculture, for preparing that 
part of the exhibit for which the latter is 
responsible. 
T he undersigned having lieen appointed 
by the President as one of the assistants to 
the Commissioner-General and assigned to 
Group V'III (agricultural produuts), has 
also been designated by the Commissioner 
of A griculture as bis representative to pre­ 
pare the agricultural exhibit, and a Board 
has been formed in the D epartm ent of 
A griculture, consisting of the undersigned, 
W illiam Saunders, O. D. La Dow, M. 
Trim ble, Dr. D. E. Salmon, to consider 
and decide upon all questions relating to 
the agricultural exhibit. 
A subdivision of the work into various 
branches has been made, to facilitate the 
collecting and preparing of m aterial for 
the exhibit, and special agents have been 
assigned as follows: 
1. G rains—George W illiam H ill, of St. 
Paul, Minn. 
2. Citrus and other Fruits—II. E. Van 
Deman, of the Departm ent of Agriculture, 
W ashington.

R E V IE W OF THE SAMOAN DIFFICULTY. 


It is possible that the H avtian Minister 
can, as he boldly claims, justify the seizure 
of the Ameritan vessel his Government 
declared a lawful prize. The preferment 
of lxis claim at least warrants susjiension 
of judgm ent in that matter until our Gov­ 
ernm ent has announced the result of its 
inquiries. 
I t would appear to be different in the 
case of Samoa and German aggression in 
the South Seas. 
In that matter it would 
seem that our quiesence is not possible of 
satisfactory explanation. Tiie treaty with 
Samoa clearly gives all privileges to Great 
B ritain and the United States that are en­ 
joyed bv Germany. 
Yet the latter nation 
has manifested a disposition to ignore and 
crowd American interests from Samoa, and 
to make the life of Americans and Eng­ 
lishmen there so unpleasant as to dis­ 
courage any further pushing of their com­ 
merce in that direction. The treaty of 
1878 explicitly provides that in case the 
Samoan Government should join issue 
with any of the contracting powers, and 
feel its integrity assailed, and outside of 
that power amity should prevail between 
tiie nations treating with Samoa, then the 
latter should have the right to appeal to 
and receive from the Government of the 
I ni ted States its safe protectorate. 
Under this agreement matters ran along 
vefv smoothly until the change of admin­ 
istration in the United States in 1884. 
Germany, which does not relax its ambi­ 
tion to extend its colonization schemes, 
cast a longing eye upon the Samoan group. 
H er commercial interests there were and 
are the largest, though ours are very gfeat 
and are extending. Bismarck evidently 
resolved 
to 
bring 
the 
islands 
under German subjection. He began a 
series of petty assaults upon Malietoa, the 
King, and finally, in May, 1886, sent to 
Apia three ships of war. The Admiral in 
charge did not pay his respects to the 
King, but with a band and retinue of of­ 
ficers made his way to Tamesese’s camp, 
where he recognized and addressed him as 
King, to the consternation of the loyal 
people of Apia. 
Thereupon King Mali­ 
etoa formally appealed to the American 
Consul-General for protection. The Con­ 
sul thereupon extended it, and raised the 
Samoan flag with the stars and stripes 
above it, to the intense satisfaction of the 
people of Apia, who manifested their 
delight in a joyful manner. 
Germany 
heeded the act, though protesting that the 
Consul was acting without direction of his 
■Government; but she withdrew her ships 
of war, a peace was patched up and Tame­ 
sese surrendered. 
In a few days the 
United States gunboat Mohican arrived, 
and her commander, after investigation, 
approved the action of the Consul-General, 
and the British Consul also concurred, 
and even the German Consul-General con­ 
sented to recognize Malietoa. 
In his 
message to Congress in December, 1886, 
the President of the United States said: 
The weakness oi the native administration 
and the conflict of opposing interests have led 
K ing Malietoa to seek alliance or protection in 
someone quarter, regardless of the distinct en­ 
gagements whereby no one of the three treaty 
powers may acquire any paramount or ex­ 
clusive interest, in May last Malietoa offered 
to place Samoa under the protection of the 
United States, and the late Consul, without au­ 
thority. assumed to grant it. Tiiis proceeding 
was promptly disavowed and the overzealous 
orb pial recalled. Special agents of the three 
Governments have been deputed to examine 
into the situation in the Islands. 
In June, 1887, Germany again entered 
upon machinations of the old order. She 
again sent a war-ship, the Adler, to Apia; 
the rebel, Tamesese, was received on board 
with honors, and his flag floated from the 
ruizzeu under the very noses of the pro. 
testing French, American and British Con­ 
suls and within pistol-shot of the King’s 
house. To make a long story short, Malie­ 
toa was deposed by German arms, fled, was 
induced to surrender, and was taken on a 
German gunboat to New Guiena. 
Mean­ 
while England instructed her Consul to re­ 
sist nothing the Germans might do, which 
together with Iter passivenesss has given 
ground for the belief that England may 
lie hand in glove with Germany in the 
whole disgraceful business, or else is under 
gross fear of rupture of inMcable relations. 
When the examination referred to by 
President Cleveland was made, Germany 
was rebuked by the recall of Malietoa, 
but it does not appear to have been sensi­ 
tively received, for within less than a year 
the Germans again set aliout to put its rebel 
tool in the seat of authority. They sup­ 
plied Tamesese with arms and ammuni­ 
tion, and he at once entered upon a new 
reliellion, which lias just come to a disas­ 
trous end, fortunately for American inter­ 
ests. 
Now it may he admitted that the Con­ 
st# who gave the King protection in 1886, 
had not express power to extend the tem­ 
porary protectorate asked for, but it will 
be seen that he was the nearest authority 
to which the King could apply. 
Had the 
King waited two months—the necessary 
time for transmission of communications— 
in order to apply to the Washington 
authorities, his head, by rebel assault 
backed by German powder and steel, would 
have rolled in Tamesese’s basket. The 
Consul’s act, it would appear, was not such 
a flagrant one under the circumstances as 
deserved the rebuke administered. Had 
his temporary protectorate been sustained! 
all difficulties would have ended and the 
suliseqiient turmoil have lieen prevented. 
When Germany seized Malietoa, Prince 
Bismarck openly advised that his Emperor 
be given Upolu and Apia, and that Eng­ 
land and the United States take Savaii and 
Tuberetl. a proposition that simply meant 
the complete overthrow of the Samoan 
Government and the distribution of the 
spoils. In all this afiair the English and 
American Governments have figured as 
little more than ciphers, ualess indeed 
G reat 
Britain is privy to Germany's 
schemes. 
Even the San Francisco Exam­ 


iner, which swears by the tge of Mr. Bay­ 
ard’s boot, is moved to sav: 
America's greakopportunlty w«s missed when 
our Government refused to sustain General 
Greenebaum in proclaiming a temporary protec­ 
torate over the islands. That measure proved 
itself a brilliant sneeess. It proved that the 
hignwaymau’s pistol was not loaded. When a 
German squadron of three war ships was about 
to depose Malietoa, the sight of the American 
flag witnout a single vessel in the harbor to' 
hack it. repelled the attack, and the pirate fleet 
sailed away. If The paralyzing traditions of 
non interference, inherited from the pacific ad­ 
ministrations of half a century, had not been so 
fatally strong at Washington, the Consul would 
have been sustained, and Bismarck would have 
had to look for some other field for his coloniz­ 
ing activity. It is not yet too late to do ourduty 
by .Samoa ; to fulfill our treaty obligations, save 
our commerce from destruction at the hands of 
a German monopoly, and rescue from oppres­ 
sion the people who have trusted us. 
The “ pacific administrations ” would 
never have submitted, as did the pres­ 
ent, to such indignities as have been put 
upon us in Samoa, and upon the Govern* 
ment of the Islands which we are hound 
to recognize, and ought io sustain. 
We 
needed a Secretary of State in 1886-7 who 
would have given Germany to understand 
that the friendly Samoans should not be 
enslaved, and that a people who have 
treated us well, conserved our interests, 
and in 
all 
ways behaved 
themselves 
towards us most seemly, should he pro­ 
tected in accordance with treaty stipula­ 
tions. 
The Samoan islands constitute the mid­ 
ocean station between San Fiaueisco and 
A ustralia; their harbors are safe, and in 
two we have been freely given excellent 
ports and exclusive anchorage and landing 
grounds. The chief harbor we control is 
the key, in a naval sense, to ¿he Samoan 
¡Bands, and in the opinion of Mr. Goward, 
who negotiated our treaty, to Central 
Polynesia, and is admirably adapted by 
location to the protection of American 
commerce. These islands are outside the 
hurricane belt, and -by situation, produc­ 
tion, friendship of the natives, and harbor 
advantages, the most valuable group in 
South Pacific waters. 
< ierman aggression, which has so re­ 
cently gone to the extent of having armed 
bodies fire upon foreign residents, -earth 
their houses, destroy their property, and 
by attempting to close a bridge to shut 
them off from the main town and make 
their settlement merely a tolerate»! sub­ 
urb, cannot be longer permitted with re­ 
tention of national self-respect. It has 
caused members in the English Parlia­ 
ment to exclaim against American passive­ 
ness 
and 
English inactivity, and the 
American people to feel that they have 
been snubbed and contemptuously treated. 
It is certainly time that a Republican’s 
hand should grasp the helm of State and 
give foreign powers to understand that Our 
American commerce upon the Pacific coast 
is not so far removed from Washington as 
to be of no concern to the Government. 
There must be something radically weak 
in the State Department at Washington 
and in the Cabinet in London when it be­ 
comes necessary for American and British 
residents in Apia to meet and issue, as 
they did last year, a paper imploring their 
Governments to compel Germany to with­ 
draw her troops and all her ships, but one; 
that they guarantee the Samoans inde­ 
pendence and impartial Courts; that they 
each keep a ship of war on the station for 
a twelve-month ; that whom the Samoans 
select by vote to rule them shall be recog­ 
nized, and that German audacity, reprisal 
and political intermeddling with the local 
government he forbidden and the decree 
enforced, before American and English 
commerce are driven from the Samoan 
archipelago. 
Since the foregoing was put in type the 
substance of a letter from Secretary Bay­ 
ard to the German Representative at 
Washington has been made public. 
It is 
therein stated the present deplorable con­ 
ditions are not chargeable to any acts of 
the United States, but to the ambition of 
the Germans in Samoa to obtain “personal 
and commercial advantages and political 
supremacy.” 
In this very 
placid and 
moderate expressio'n, the Secretary has 
struck the root of the evil, and indicated 
the remedy. It remains to be seen if the 
United States and England will compel 
Germany to apply it. 


MB. 
GRADY'S FEARS. 


Editor Gradv, of the Atlanta Constitution, 
has delivered an oration in which he 
maintains that in self-defense the South 
must remain solid, while admitting that 
such a policy will create a solid North 
also, and thus a complete sectional align­ 
ment Ik? made, which he assumes will be 
permanent. 
Nevertheless he believes that 
to he the correct policy for the South, 
though it will place her in a fninoritv, and 
prevent her participation in the adminis­ 
tration of the Government. 
The reasons 
assigned are, that politically divided the 
whiles will bid for the negro vote, “which 
vote is ignorant, impulsive, alien, pur­ 
chasable and cannot lie got rid of. Tiie 
National parties, finding here their cheap­ 
est market and widest field, will pour in 
here millions, adding to the corruption 
fund of municipal and State factions until 
the ballot-box will 
!>e hopelessly de­ 
bauched, all approaches thereto corrupted 
and all results therefrom tainted. 
When 
the negro was enfranchised the South was 
condemned to solidity as surely as self­ 
preservation is the first law of nature.” 
That ihe situation Ls the result of the 
rebellion he does not deny, but maintains 
that the course of the South was honorable, 
and its cause sacred. He therefore insists 
that the South must maintain the political 
and social integrity of her white race. 
Mr. Gradv mistakes. 
No one proposes 
that the social integrity of the whites 
shall he broken. 
Not even the blacks ask 
for more than political right. The breaking 
down of social distinctions 13 neither the 
purpose of the laws, nor in contemplation 
by law-givers or any of the jieople. 
If, ac­ 
cording to the black, the right of repre­ 
sentation of his own choosing is a result of 
the rebellion, and the South 
as Mr. 
Grady declares, 
“ accepts the results 
of the war without complaint,” it should 
accept all of them. 
If the colored vole is 
purchasable by reason of its ignorance, it 
must be and will be corrected through ed­ 
ucation. The spirit of the age will oper­ 
ate in that direction, and progress cure the 
evils attaching to ignorance. The pur­ 
chasableness of voters, as Mr. Gradv well 
knows, is not limited to any class of citi­ 
zens unfortunately, and that the Sooth has 
already used the colored vote through such 
and other vicious agencies destructive of 
independence, is a charge laid at its door» 
and not successfully refuted. The orator 
dwelt with emphasis upon the friendliness 


of the colored man in the South to the 
whites, and insisted that the negro will 
not be put or kept in antagonism to his 
white neighbors. 
No one wishes him to 
be so placed. But will he be any less at­ 
tached, or will the frie n d ly relation be less 
potential because the colored citizen is in­ 
sured full enjoyment of his civil rights? It 
has not been found that the multitude of 
colored voters at the North are any more 
venal than the whites, or that political in­ 
dependence results there in race antago­ 
nism. 
Mr. Grady’s argument defeats it­ 
self. 
It is a fear, possibly genuine, but 
merely a fear springing out of a prejudice, 
despite his denial—a fear that has never 
in the history of the extension of man­ 
hood’s rights been realized, though ap­ 
pealed to in precisely the same manner 
against classes, where the colored man, as 
such, was not involved. This is neither a 
party nor a social question, but one touch­ 
ing the quick of the principle of self-gov­ 
ernment. 
If Mr. Grady speaks by authority of the 
South, or so far as lie voices its intent, his 
speech cannot be construed other than as a 
threat. 
It sounds very much like an echo 
of the expression of the South immediately 
subsequent to the first election of Abraham 
Lincoln to the Presidency. Thq Republi­ 
can party lias declared in its platform that 
the suffrage rights of all citizens in all 
parts of the country being guaranteed by 
the Constitution and the laws, must he ac­ 
corded them. Upon that platform it has 
elected a President. 
Now comes Mr. 
Grailv. assuming to Speak for the Southyi 
and in gracefully rounded and tragically 
jioiuted sentences declares that the South 
must do as it has done, maintain its solid­ 
ity and prevent the negro vote from ex­ 
pression at the ballot-box. 
That is the 
plain and obvious meaning of the speech ; 
it reads no otherwise between the lines. 
If at the North one class of citizens should 
rise up and declare that bepause of igno­ 
rance and purchasableness the right of 
another class to vote should he repressed 
without form or authority of law, we ap­ 
prehend that any attempt to carry that 
declaration into efleet would rouse the na­ 
tion in a way that would, if its voice w ^e 
unheeded, compel a bloody resort to arms. 
Yet what Mr. Grady proposes is nothing 
slmrt of the suppositious case we have 
formulated. The Constitution guarantees 
to the people in all the States that each of 
the latter shall give them a republican 
form of government, and insure them in 
the free enjoyment and exercise of every 
constitutional right. 
If the nation is un 
able to compel the States to keep this 
guarantee, and must sit silent while State 
sovereignties repress the citizens’ right, or 
wink at its subversion, then a republican 
form of government in a Federal union is 
a failure, 


PROFESSOR MARCH'S 
PROTEST 


Professor F. A. March, the distinguished 
philologist, in the Forum for December 
enters anew his protest to the tyranny of 
printers and 
editors, 
but 
he should 
have added of custom 
and of 
lex­ 
icographers. 
“ W rite 
as 
we 
may 
they (the printers and editors! will spell 
for us, and their spelling is the worst in 
the world,” says the essayist. 
In every­ 
thing we are making rapid progress except 
in spelling. In that tradition binds us 
hand and foot, and whoever attempts to 
loosen the shackles is pounced up and 
denounced as a rqform crank by the class 
of people who insist upon going to mill 
with a stone in one end of the hag. 
For 
that reason we wish Professor March's in­ 
vincible protest and argument could be 
read by all men and women who speak and 
write in English. 
There is no more reason for pronouncing 
a very large class of words one wav and' 
spelling another than there is in the use 
of glasses for perfect eyesight. 
Professor 
March calls attention to the fact that Pro­ 
fesor Newman, a distinguished man of 
letters, and of the faculty of Uni4»rsity 
College, London, in his great work, “ Chris­ 
tianity in its Cradle,” has the courage 
to drop the final e in all words in which it 
is “ not only superfluous, but misleading.” 
Why not ? W hy should it be used in 
“ genuine,” or “ engine,” or “ imagipe,” or 
“ infinite,” “ com|>osite,” “ protective,” or 
“ enable?” The New York 1'ribune years 
ago dropped “ m e” from the adopted word 
programme, and the readers of that jour­ 
nal 
have 
never 
complained. 
Mould 
they 
enter 
protest 
if 
it 
should 
treat catalogue to similar curtailment? 
These are but mere whifis of the gale of 
reform in spelling that will some day sweep 
over the English-speaking people and 
eradicate from our system all superfluous 
letter and syllables and give us English 
spelled in nparly all cases as spoken. Pro­ 
fessor March is of the opinion that it will 
not be very long before the reform will 
set in with resistless force, and he cites 
many evidences in support of the forecast. 
The Philological and Spelling Reform As­ 
sociations of America and England em­ 
brace as active workers many of the best 
linguists and most polished writers and 
learned men of the age. The standard 
dictionaries of the day exhibit many evi­ 
dences of the encroachment of the reform, 
and of graceful yielding to the dictates of 
common sense, instead of submissive en­ 
slavement to absurd and ancient rules, 
each one of which is Baid to be necessary 
because another is adopted. 
The new 
spelling will sweep the whole lot out of 
use, and we will get down to the bedrock 
of English, ami spell in a way that will 
clear the path to learning for youth of a 
thousand obstacles. We shall the cease, 
tor example, to spell “Controller” Comp­ 
troller, or “tho” though, or “Hand” island, 
or “preacht” preached, or “yello” yellow. 
It is something, as the plilologist observes, 
very encouraging to know that Worcester’s 
Dictionary sartctions many spelling re­ 
forms that Webster’s still denies, and he 
might have added Nuttali and a number 
ol later lexicographers. 
Even the later 
editors of Webster have yielded to econ­ 
omic spelling in very many cases, and 
•have justified many phonetic invasions. 
But they are not yet sufficiently out of the 
toils of tradition and prejudice to give to 
“ok” any other symbol than ough, or ‘‘off-’ 
any other than ough in such words as 
cough, but they will “come to it” in due 
time as a matter of self-defense, for the 
dictionaries that stand stubbornly in the 
path of progress will assuredly be swept 
aside.

Error, like truth, flourishes in crowds. 
At the hearth of sympathy each finds a 
home. The fanatical lead, the saner fol­ 
low. 
When a person of nervous tempera­ 
ment, not strongly independent in thought 
and action, enters a spiritualistic circle, 
where he is constantly sUrrounded by con­ 
fident believers, all eager to have him 
share their sacred visions and profound 
revelations, where the atmosphere is replete 
with miracles and every chair and table 
may at any instant lie transformed into a 
proof of the supernatural, is it strange 
that he soon becomes one of them ?—hesi­ 
tatingly at first, and perhaps yet restorable 
to his former modesof thought by the fresh 
air of another and more steadfast mental 
intercourse, but more and more certainly 
and ardently convinced the longer he 
breathes the seance atmosphere. 
No form 
of contagion is so insidious in its onset, so 
difficult to cheek in its advance, so certain 
to leave germs that may at any moment 
reveal their pernicious power, as a mental 
contagion—the contagion of fear, of panic, 
of fanaticism, of lawlessness, of supersti­ 
tion. The story of the witchcraft persecu­ 
tions, were there no similar records to de­ 
face the pages of history, would suffice 
as a standing illustration of the over­ 
whelming power of psych it contagion. To 
fully illustrate its importance in the pro­ 
duction of deception would require an 
essay itself. 
It enters at every stage of the 
process and in every type of illusion. 
It 
has le.ast effect when deception is carried 
on by external arrangements, by skillful 
counterfeits of logical inferences; its power 
is greatest where the subjective factor in 
deception is greatest, more particularly in 
such form ot deception as have been last 
described.—-Prof. Joseph Jastrow, in Popular 
Science Monthly for December. 
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T h e S »ul in th e F o rm o f a M o u se.

Ilie u n ia l R e p o r t o t S ta te T r e a a u r e r A d a m 
H e ro ld —I n te r e s tin g F ig u re s . 
One of th e first reports filed by a State officer 
w as th a t of State T reasurer llcrold. 
It is a very 
n eat and com pact report, of thirty-six pages, 
show ing in an exhaustive and detailed m anner 
th e transactions oí th e State T reasurer dm ing 
th e fiscal years 1SS7-8S, the sam e being carefully 
prepared an d com pleted u nder the superv ision 
o f D eputy State T reasurer D anielwitz. 
It w ill 
prove quite interesting to the people to note the 
grow th of the State financially for th e past two 
years in com parison to th a t of th e previous two 
cal years, m giving a few o f the saileut parts 
th e report lrom the bew ildering a n ay of 
lis 
ot 
fig u res: 
D uring the 
thirty-eighth 
and thirty-ninth 
fi-t al years, ending Ju n e 3 0 ,18S8, there was re 
ceived into the State 'I reasury iroin all sources 
th e sum of $12,604,2*3 DO. 
During the two preceding years there was re­ 
ceived the sum ot SU /K M fó 09; being au in ­ 
crease ol receipts fur thirty-eighth and thirty- 
n in th fiscal years of SI 404,82z 07. There was- 
paid out d tn iu g the sam e {«riods as follow s: 
Por th e thirty-eighth and thirty-ninth fiscal 
years th e sum of Si2,206.360 33, as against the 
sum o f $11,429,360 SO for th e thirty-sixth and 
th irty seventh fiscal years, an increase oi $776,­ 
999 38 for the two years ju st past. 
Again, for th e sam e period th e County Treas­ 
urers ot th e .State paid in th e sum of $10,301,- 
4ls 1 9 . as against tfie sum of $K,404,369 $4 lor the 
preceding t wo years, show ing the very large in 
crease ot 81,397,043 '■& o f paym ents to the .State. 
The railroad com panies lor th e thirty-eighth 
and thirty-ninth fiscal years paid to the State 
th e sum of $172,309 36, as against th e sum of $908,­ 
913 53 paid during the thirty-sixth aud th irty - 
seventh fiscal years, being au apparent loss of 
$736.604 17. The large paym ents m ade during 
those years was brought about by th e com pro­ 
m ise suits under the adm inistration o f ex-A ttor­ 
ney-G eneral M arshall. 
T he report further discloses th at w arrants 
to the sum of $1,431 94 w ere canceled; th at the 
outstanding rítate debt at th e close of the thirty- 
n in th fiscal year (June 30, 1888) am ounted to the 
sum of $2,703,500; th at there w ere outstanding 
C ontroller’s w arrants agam st various funds the 
sum of $91,6-12 17, an d tn a t there was cash on 
h an d in the vault of the Treasury* at th e close of 
th e thirty-ninth fiscal year to the am ount of 
$1.547,995 33. 
In th e interest and coupon ac­ 
count there was a balance of $1,560, aud at the 
close of the sam e fiscal year the State T reasurer 
held the bonds of vaiibus counties of the State, 
In addition to .State funded debt bonds in tn ist 
'o r the State school fund, am ounting to the sum 
of $2,858,900, aud in favor of the State University 
aggregating the sum oí $1,120,000.

JOHN HENRY MYERS EXPIATES A 
FEARFUL CRIME. 


T he M urderer o f J o h n L ow ell D ies 
a 
C rin gin g C ow ard —H u n ­ 
d red s o f S p ectators. 


H a z e l’s H o m e. 
The infant th at w as left w ith Mrs. Wm. Collins 
a t the corner o f N inth and G streets last Monday 
m orning hus found a good hom e an d a kind 
g uardian and protector in the person o f Mrs. 
Bc-rt. Coon, who resides up-stain- at the sam e 
place. 
W hen th e strange m an lett the little girl 
o f course it was not long before the ladies of tr e 
neighborhood had visited and discussed her. 
She was dressed mostly in clothing m ade of flour 
sacks, all m arked ** Denver, 001.," and it was 
evident th a t she hud been sadly neglected. She 
w as very thin, and did not look as if she would 
live long. 
Mrs. Coon soon had her in a b ath ­ 
tub. and h as since cared for the little one as if it 
w ere h er own. She calls h er Hazel, and hopes 
th e m an wbo left h er there will never come 
after her. N othing has been seen of him since 
h e left th e child w ith Mrs Collins, saying that 
he would be back in a few m om ents. 
He said 
th a t the child cam e from Arizona, and th at both 
its parents w ere dead. ThiB story, how ever, is 
no t believed by th e ]>olice. 


P i.acebvii.le, Novem ber 30th.—John Henry 
Myers was hanged at 1:14. 
Respiration ceased 
th e fourth m inute, th e pulse ceased the six­ 
teenth m inute, and at the seventeenth m inute 
there was com plete relaxation. 
Dr. Sm ith, of P lacerville, and Dr. Sm ith, of 
Am ador, stood under the trap w ith w atches in 
hand. The yard o f the Court house was filled 
w ith invited guests. 
The first intim ation of the com ing of th e Drfs- 
o n erw as by hearing m oans and cries. 
Four 
D eputy Sheriffs brought the prisoner from his 
cell, each having hold of au arm or leg. The 
prisoner was face dow nw ard, m oaning and cry­ 
ing. They w ere obliged to lay him dow n on the 
trap to bind his legs and arm s. His cries were 
pitiful. They then held him up tD adjust the 
rope, and put on th e black cap. On being asked 
it he had anything to say he replied, laintly, 
“ No.” 
The signal was given, and D eputy 
Sheriff W incbcll sprung th e trap. Myers fell eight 
feet, and never in* ¿ved a m uscle, except a slight 
m ovem ent of th e left hand. 
The Court-house is located in o ravine. The 
fence is tw elve feet high. The bluff on th e op­ 
posite side of the creek rises 100 feet or more, 
affording a com plete view of th e callow s in the 
yard. Barns and sheds surround the yard and 
all were covered w ith spectators, m en, boys, 
women and girls. The execution was as public 
as though it was on the plaz*. Myers refused all 
food or drink fi r two days, except a little m ilk 
this m orning. He said to his w atchm an th a t if 
he h ad the m eans he w ould end his ow n life. 
He was not attended by any friend or spiritual 
adviser. 
He v i s lowered into his coffin and 
taken to the Potter's field. 
A rope, m ade from a checkered shirt, was 
found iu Myers’ bed after th e execution, w hich 
he had evidently intended to use to strangle 
himself. 
The w atchm an discovered som ething 
w rong w ith his neck yesterday, and supposed 
he had taken poison. Dr. W ren was called and 
exam ined him , bu t found no trace of poison. 
He discovered a m ark and sw elling on his neck 
but did not suppose he had attem pted strangu­ 
lation. 
His courage had no doubt failed him . 


B R IE F HISTORY O F T H E CRIM E. 
T he crim e for w hich John H enry Myers yes­ 
terday paid the penalty w ith his life was com­ 
m itted on the 24th of M arch last, on a lonely 
ranch in El Dorado county, about seven m il^s 
from Folsom. 
Mr. Lowell was an old m an, who 
was iu charge of one ranch iu Sacram ento 
county, n e ar th is city, and the ranch in El Dorado 
county, w here he was m urdered, both of w hich 
belonged to his sou, W illiam Lowell. 
He was 
last seen alive on the fe.1 Dorado county ranch, 
on the 24th of M arch, by persons w orking upon 


officers at Los Angeles, an d was getting along 
w ith it very well, describing how he, Lowell, 
Ol?>en aud D rager were w alking together on the 
Lowell rauch, w here he h ad gone to get the 
horses, w hen Chief Lee suddenly asked. - Then 
who killed Low ell?” The prisoner faltered iMid 
broke dow n iu .his story. 
C aptain K archer 
asked. *‘ Didn’t you have Lowell’s gun w ith 
you?” and Myers replied, “ Yes. I guess so. 
1 
bad a couple of guns at th at tim e.” 
K archer 
asked, “ Did you have Lowell’s gun th a t you 
borrowed from him at the Klotz ranch—the one 
tn a t was w rapped w ith w ire?” 
‘ Yes,” m ur­ 
m ured th e prisoner. 
“ Is th a t the gun you tired 
at I w e l l ? 
persisted th e officer. 
“ I don’t 
know: I could not tell,” said Myers. 
His nerve 
was now all gone, and he w ent on and confessed 
th a t he killed Lowell, aud described how* they 
took the property and horses and disposed of 
them . This was Myers’ first confession, and was 
in fact the only genuine confession of the m ur­ 
der m adé by auy o f the prisoners. In it he did 
not say th at Drager and Olsen actually assisted 
iu th e’ killing, but said th at th e m urder had 
been agreed upon between them w hile old m an 
14 well was cooking breakfast for them . 
It had 
been agreed first tn a t Drager was to shoot Low­ 
ell, but afterw ards Drager had w hispered to him 
th a t his gun was not alw ays sure to go off. and 
w anted him to shoot, and he did. 
Myers and Drager w ere confronted w ith efich 
other and had a w ar o f words, each sticking to 
his story as given above. 
A day or two later 
Myers asked o see th e Chief, aud then stated 
th at alter he shot Lowell. D rager struck him on 
the head w ith a heavy sledge ham m er and fin­ 
ished him . Ou the next day Myers again asked 
to see C hief Lee, and then stated th at before he 
fired at Lowell at all Olsen had shot him with a 
revolver 
Olsen an d Myers was th en brought 
face to face and each stuck to his story through 
a storm y interview . 
Then Myers was taken tip 
to th e Lowell ranch, w here he pointed out the 
positions of all th e parties to tn e tragedy, aud 
described how the 
m urder was com m itted. 
This tim e, how ever, he said th at his gun went 
off accidentally as he was attem pting to take 
it from his shoulder. 
Readers of the R e c o r d -U x io n are fam iliar 
w ith ail the details oí the various stories told by 
Myers, th e exam inations aud th e trial, and his 
last statem ent, w hich was published vesterd iy 
m orning. 
Tiróse wiio are fam iliar w ith the tes­ 
tim ony in the case take m ore stock in hi* last 
statem ent th an his first, oi th e stories ot Olsen 
and Drager. 
They have each tried to shield 
them selve- and lay tne blam e on the others. 
Outside of th eir ow n testim ony there wa> strong 
evidence going to show th at the m urder was 
prem editated, and th at it was agreed upon be­ 
fore they left this city, as Myers hail arranged 
to sell the horses before he lell here lor the 
Lowell ranch. 
The verdict rendered by the 
ju ry was given alter close attention for m any 
days, the prisoners having the benefit o f the 
best legal talent in the county. 
T he attorneys 
for the defendants left no stone unturned, and- 
Judge W illiam s gave them every opportunity to 
clear them selves it they could. 
Olsen aud Drager have gained a respite by an 
app al to the Suprem e Court, au tn e ground 
th at Myers’ statem ent, m ade.after tn e conviction 
of the w hole three, was new evidence, 
ih e 
Superior Court refused to give them a new trial 
on this ground, aud from this o rder the appeal is 
taken. It is not believed th a t the Coi rt c m <1 
in itv ruling. but th e prisoners have the benefit 
of a stay o f proceedings.

borrowed by Mr. tow ell to clean out a deep well 
w hich was located a short distance lrom the lit­ 
tle cabin in w hich he lived w hen at th e farm. 
Near the road once stood a large hotel, w hich 
had been burned some tim e before, and under 
w hich there had been a cellar. 
W hen the 
neighbors had rem oved the w indlass from the 
well they looked lor som ething to oover up the 
opening’ and discovered in the cellar an old 
floor. 
W hen they picked up this door to place 
it over the w ell they noticed a very offensive 
sm ell, w hich led them to m ake an exam ination,

R oeder shook four fives. Doland would not put 
up his quarter, saying he did not bet th at time. 
Im m ediately a question o f veracity aro e be­ 
tw een the two, aud Roeder called Doland a liar. 
The latter retaliated w ith a vile epithet, w hich 
Roeder said he m ust ta k ^ b a ck . Both m en arose 
from th e table, when Doland pulled out a knife 
and said h e -‘would stick him ," w hich he did 
twice. 
The first thrust was iu th e left breast, 
penetrating th e lung, m aking a dangerous and 
ugly wound. The other is in the sm all ot the 
back, an d not considered at all dangerous. 
Tnere was seven or eight m en in th e room at 
the tim e, but it appears no effort was m ade to 
disarm Doland, or to protect Roeder from his 
m urderous onslaught.

Mrs. Klotz, and th at a m an nam ed Drager had 
been at work there. 
W illiam Drager was arrested on th e 7tli of 
Ju n e by C aptain Matt. K archer and officer L. W. 
F arrell at tn e W illiam Tell House. He was 
taken at once to th e city prison, w here he was 
questioned by C hief Lee. 
He adm itted th a t he 
knew Henry Myers aud Jo h n Olsen, and said 
th a t he had cut some wood on th e K lotz place 
w hile they w ere th ere for one Johu Steen. 
He 
said th a t’ he also knew John Lowell. W hen 
asked iu regard to the sale of some horses, he 
said th a t he w ent w ith Myers and Olsen to brin; 
some horses dow n from the Lowell place, am 
th a t they claim ed the horses belonged to them . 
He had only been in th eir em ploy, and was paid 
$20 for his services for about ten days. He said 
they started from Steen’s place, on J street, aud 
w ent across 
grant, taking along two guns to 
kill game on the way. Tkey w ere three days 
m akiug tt 
four m iles this side of the ranch they w ent into 
cam p, and Myers and Olsen left him there aud 
w ent after th e hones. He did not go to the 
ranch at all. They returned in th eev en iu g w ith 
five horses and a m ule, and started at once for 
th e grant, w here they arrived at 8 o’clock th e 
next m orning. The n ex t m orning Myers took 
two black m ares into the city and sold them . 
On th e next day, Tuesday, they all w ent to 
W oodland w ith the balance of the horses and 
tried to dispose of them , but failing, returned to 
Sacram ento w ith them and they were sold at 
auction. 
He said th a t after th at he and Olsen 
w orked for a w hile on the steam er San Joaquin. 
No. 3, but he had gone to work at th e Phoenix 
M ills and did not know w hat had become of 
Myers and Olsen. 
The officers th en succeeded in ascertaining 
from a reliable source th at Myers h ad gone to 
Loe Angeles and a description of the fugitive 
was telegraphed to th a t city. Len H arris, the 
railroad detective, form erly of th is city, m et 
Mrs. Myers a t Florence, a station on the rail 
road a few m iles below Los Angeles, and learned 
from h er th at Myers was w orking on a ranch 
three m iles from Tehacbapi, and C aptain Em il 
H arris, ot th e Los Angeles police, w ent there 
and arrested him . Officer F arrell was 6ent to 
bring him to th is city. 
W hile officer Farrell was absent after Myers, 
John Olsen was arrested by C hief Lee and 
Sheriff Drew on th e W illiam s ranch, Dear the old 
Twelve-mile House, in Sutter county. Sheriff 
Drew had ascertained th at a m an answ ering the 
description was at work there and his inform a 
tiou proved correct. 
Betore the officers reached 
the city w ith th eir prisoner he had told Chief 
Lee th a t he w ent w ith Myers and Drager to the 
Lowell ranch to get w ork chopping wood, th at 
w hile they w ere w alking about the first thinj 
he knew Myers’ gun w ent off and tu rn in g room 
he saw John Lowell tail to the ground, having 
been shot in th e head. 
He was so frightened 
th at he ran into a chicken-house and hid, but 
Myers threatened him th * t if he did not come 
out and help bury the body he would serve him 
the same way. 
He insisted th a t he did not 
know before the shot was fired th at there was 
any intention to m urder Lowell. 
He then told 
how the two others buried the body, he refusing 
to take any part in it. A fter shooting Lowell 
Myers had gone through his pockets and de­ 
clared w ith an oath th a t there was only a two- 
cent piece in them . Qlsen then described iu 
detail how they gathered th e horses together, 
took a buggy, some harness, a razor, a ham and 
a num ber oi loose articles and drove back to the 
grant the sam e night, arriving at Oak Grove 
about eight o’clock on Sunday m orniug; how 
and to whom they sold the horses, aud th at he 
received for his share $75. Subsequent develop­ 
m ents proved th a t Olsen did not tell th e whole 
story, and he m ade m aterial additions to it in 
statem ents he m ade-afterw ards. ilis arres* was 
effected on th e 12th o f June. 
On th e evening of the 13th of June officer F ar­ 
rell arrived from Los Angeles w ith Mvers. The 
prisoner was taken at once to Chief Lee's office 
and questioned about the horses. He starred in 
telling th a t he had be n em ployed to sell the 
horses bv John Lowell, and had tu rn ed over to 
kimSGOO os th e proceeds of th e sales. He said 
th at Lowell told him th a t he did not wish to sell 
the horses him self, as he had a bad nam e, and 
he thought Myers could sell them to better ad- 
vaiPage. 
He had already told this story to the

A steamer unloading 10,000 bunches of 
bananas. A stevedore mounted on the 
deck, giving out orders to 100 longshore­ 
men, who stand in lines and pass the 
bunches of frnit from the hold of the ves­ 
sel to waiting trucks. The owner stand­ 
ing on an upturned barrel and calling out 
“One,” “Two” or “Three,” designating the 
grades ’to which the bananas 
belong. 
Trucks backing into place, loading and 
pulling out to make room for others. 
Small boys scurrying between the trucks 
and feasting on the over-ripe fruit. 
Such was the s ene a reporter beheld on 
a down town wharf the other day. 
“Two million bunches of bananas come 
into this port alone every year bow,” said 
the importer. 
“Previous to 18S4 there 
were not near so many. Schooners were 
employed, and they took six weeks to 
make a trip, carried only 2,500 bunches 
and lost a quarter of them on account of 
the length of time afloat and the damage 
!y salt water. Now we have regular lites 
oí steamers that carry four or five times as 
much fruit, and make such quick trips 
that there is practically no loss of fruit.” 
“ Where do the bananas come from ?” 
“ Well, the reds, which appear to be the 
favorites, come from Baracoa, Cuba. We 
get from 30,000 to 40,000 bunches of them 
a week during August, but less new that 
peaches are in market. The yellow ones 
come from Jamaica, Panama, Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua. There are some bananas 
produced in Florida, but the home de­ 
mand prevents any coming here. 
It will 
not be long before the red bananas will be 
very scarce, as the Cuban planters are re­ 
placing them with the yellow slips from 
Jamaica. The cause of this is that the 
yellow produce bunches averaging from 
$2 to $2 25, while the red will not average 
more than $¡1 50 a bunch.” 
“ How do bananas grow ?” 
“ On immense plantations, laid oil' into 
rows of trees about eight feet apart each 
way. 
The trunk of a banana tree is com­ 
posed of the stems of leaves and grows 
from fifteen to twenty feet high. 
When 
the fruiting begins, a bud appears at the 
top of the stem and develops into a bunch 
of bananas. 
When the fruit is gathered 
the tree is cut down and left to decay, 
and Dew sprouts start up from the same 
root, and thus the crop is continually re­ 
peated. 
There are about 700 trees to the 
acre, and each one produces one bunch of 
fruit. 
New plantations are started by set­ 
ting out young sprouts about two feet 
high. The gathering of the bananas dif­ 
fers. 
In Ceutral America the native In­ 
dians are employed. They cut the tree 
with a machete until it bends over so as to 
bring the bunch within reach. 
It is then 
cut oil and carried on the backs of the 
men down to the ships which run up the 
rivers. The loading is usually done by 
forming a line and passing the bunches 
from hand to hand. This is not very 
pleasant work, as the bunches often con­ 
tain scorpions, tarantulas, centipedes and 
other venomous insects that get shaken 
out of the bunches as they are passed, and 
bite or sting the handler. 
In Jamaica the 
negro women are used to load the fruit, 
and in Cuba both negroes and half-breeds 
are employed. 
“ In the hold of the vessel the bananas 
are placed in bins holding several hundred 
bunches each, and arranged to admit all 
the air possible. • The ventilation is so im­ 
portant that large canvas funnels called 
‘wind-sails’ are fixed on deck so as to catch 
the wind and carry it down into the hold. 
In winter much care is necessary to pre­ 
vent the cargo from freezing on the voy­ 
age. 
Bananas are 
almost 
the only 
fruit that is always in season. They ar­ 
rive at this port every month in the year. 
During the poorest months in midwinter 
we receive 70,000 bunches, and in summer 
the number frequently reaches 350,000 
bunches.”—New York Mail and Express.

Proposed Dam Across the Kio Grande. 
It is reported that Major Anson Mills 
of the Tenth Cavalry, at present stationed 
at Fort Grant, Arizona, has prepared a 
project to construct a dam across the Rio 
Graade, four miles above the city, at a 
place where the bluffs come within 400 
feet of each other and consist of solid 
rock, and where the bed of the river is 
also rocky. 
lie proposes to build a dam 
60 feet high of stone and Portland cement, 
and thus create a lake 14 miles long. This 
would hold water enough to permanently 
irrigate Rio Graude Valley on the Mex­ 
ican as well as the American side of the 
river. 
An irrigating canal could thus be 
carried past the city of El Paso 70 feet 
above its level. 
The water could be used 
by hydrants and fire-plugs, as the pressure 
would be ample. The lake thus formed 
would be from 6 to 8 miles wide and cover 
50,000 acres of land which is not settled 
and is mostly owned by private parties. 
This would have to be purchased or con­ 
demned by legal process. The plan is 
very favorably received hv the citizens of- 
El Paso, and will probably be acted upon. 
It would also supply water-power to run 
all the factories in El Paso. 
Major Pow­ 
ell, Director of the United States Geo­ 
logical Survey, is said to approve the plan 
as practicable, and he proposes to estab­ 
lish a station to measure the flow of the 
river and determine the amount of sedi­ 
ment. 
It is proposed to make the dam an 
international affair.—Engineering Journal. 


DESTROYING 
INSECTS. 


Remedies for the Various Pests that In­ 
fest Gardens and Thetr Use. 
Land plaster dusted on plants when the 
dew is on will destroy some plant insects, 
and will benefit the plant in most Instances 
and do harm to no crop. 
, 
Land plaster mixed with a little Paris 
green or London purple will destroy many 
kinds of insects. Dust it on the plants. 
Repeat when necessary. 
Tobacco stems chopped up and scattered 
among young cabbage plants will drive off' 
the cabbage lly. 
Two gallons k-jroseue oil, half pound 
common or whale oil soap and a gallon of 
hot water, well mixed and churned or 
forced through a spray nozzle. This makes 
three gallons of emulsion—mix this with 
twenty-seven gallons of water and it is 
ready for spraying plants or fruit trees. 
W hat the horticulturist, Landreth, says 
about i t : 
To meet the increasing depredations of 
insects upon vegetable life the best results 
have been obtained by the use of three ar­ 
ticles, viz: arsenic, petroleum and pv- 
rethrum. 
The first, in the form of Paris green, or 
London purple, acts as a direct poison to 
leaf-biting insects, which eat vegetable 
tissue. 
The arsenical properties are of 
little value to destroy juice-sucking in­ 
sects. 
The second and third named articles, 
though less efficient than arsenic, have the 
best results in the destruction of juice- 
sucking insects which do not bite into the 
leaf but puncture into the cuticle. 
An 
external application of poison does not 
reach these pests, so we are forced to suf­ 
focate them, or injure them by corrosive 
action. 
In the powder, Paris green may be 
mixed with two hundred parts of plaster, 
starch or flour, and in solution one pound 
to two hundred gallons of water. 
Kero­ 
sene is often effectively applied mixed 
with two parts of milk. Another good ap­ 
plication is, kerosene eight parts, soft soap 
one part, water eight parts— the two latter 
heated to the boiling point, and the kero- 
sense added when the emulsion is removed 
away from fire. 
To this add twenty parts 
of water and apply with a fine syringe. 
Pyrethrum is a preparation of the flower 
heads of a well-known plant. 
It may be 
applied as a powder or in solution. 
Some horticulturists put dry, pulverized 
cow dung between the rows of cabbage 
plants and work it into the soil while cul­ 
tivating the plants. 
They say cabbage 
flies cannot stand the odor of cow dung. 
W hat Horticulturist Buist says about 
the cabbage fly: “ Some seasons the fly (a 
small black beetle) destroys cabbage plants 
as fast as they appear above the ground. 
Soots, air-slacked lime and wood ashes 
sprinkled over them, is, in part, a prevent­ 
ive. 
Others destroy them by having a 
hen cooped near the plant bed, allowing 
the young chickens to run among the 
plants and destroy the flies. 
I invariably 
grow my scarce seeds in boxes, elevated 
eighteen 
inches 
above 
the 
ground, 
entirely out of the reach of the insect, 
which does not appear on elevated objects. 
T his operation requires more attention in 
watering, but a certainty is always gained 
by it.” 
' What Homes, in his Southern Farmer 
and Gardener, has to say about i t : Homes 
recommends that a barrel be filled one- 
third full of China berries (Pride of China) 
-and then filled full of water and let them 


A Novel Swimming Dress. 
A swimming dress, resembling a diver’s 
dress, and made of double India rubber, 
has, according to a foreign contemporary, 
been adopted in the German navy. On 
the chest is a valve through which air is 
blown into the interior of the dress, which 
covers the whole body and leaves only the 
face free. To prevent the swimmer from 
being too much tossed about by the sea, 
the space round the chest is especially 
large. The swimmer wears a belt which 
divides the dress into two parts, to prevent 
a too great loss of air if the dress were torn 
about the legs, and consequent difficulty in 
swimming. 
The swimmer wears shoes with leaden 
soles to secure his equilibrium, and for his 
defense a dagger, which is fastened to the 
girdle. The swimmers are to be employed 
for the blowing up of mines and hostile 
craft, and are provided with a box contain­ 
ing an explosive charge, which they fasten 
to the mine or craft, and ignite. 
Before 
the explosion occurs they are out of the 
reach of danger. The swimming dress has 
already been tried in Germany. 
During 
the attack on the harbor of Kiel, August 
29th, swimmers were dispatched from the 
ironclads to destroy the mines closing the 
port.—Scientific American.

A Good Miker. 
There is no person more valuable upon 
a farm than a good milker, and there is no 
rarer individual, says the Dairy World. 
The first requisite is an even temper and 
perfect self-control. The essentials are a 
complete knowledge of the cow’s condition, 
so that any disease of the udder may be 
pievented, or if occurring, be promptly 
and properly treated. A calm, quiet ma- 
ner, the use of the whole hand, and an 
even pressure, so that the animal is not 
compelled to endure torture. The skill 
requisite for a good milker is only ac­ 
quired by long practice, but there are cer­ 
tain people naturally better constituted 
than others to excel in this particular. It 
is absolutely ‘essential that the milker 
should be habitually neat and careful to 
be scrupulously so when milking. The 
hag should be carefully washed with clean, 
tepid water, and wiped with a soft cloth 
before milking begins. Only a person who 
can lie thoroughly trusted in the care of 
himself,,or of the cows and of the milk can 
be regarded as a good milker, and such a 
person must ever command good wages.

A very smaH section 
of humanity is capable of being a law unto 
itself and regulating its conduct by the 
dictates of conscience; but for the great 
majority self-restraint can only be secured 
by the dictates of fashion, which are 
stronger than penal legislation.—Forest and 
Stream. 
The School-Book Steel. 
The people of California can congratu­ 
late themselves upon having escaped from 
the power and demoralizing influence of 
the syndicate of school-book publishers, 
and they should watch closely that the 
combined efforts being made by the old 
ring shall not succeed in breaking up the 
present economic method of the State pub­ 
lishing its own books. Oregon seems to be 
just now enjoying the delights of the old 
system, as the following fu stic item in 
The Paripé Fanner, published at Portland, 
would indicate: 
“The Oregon Statesman says it is reported 


that the*school-book monopoly have se­ 
cured twenty out of the twenty-nine county 
school superintendents in favor of another 
change in the text-books in the public 
schools. If this is so it has been brought 
about by bribery and corruption. There 
is not a single reason in support of this 
change, and none lias ever been oflered in 
the press of the State. The Legislature 
should promptly act on this matter as soon 
as it comes together in January, and pass 
an Act annulling the decision of "these hum­ 
bug county superintendents, the great ma­ 
jority of whom have not common sense 
enough to come in out of the rain, hut just 
enough to sell out for a very small price.” 


Az. A rt Eccentricity. 
There is another eccentricity in the air 
which seems to me to call for observation 
and warning. I hear that subject in a piet- 
uie is not only of no consequence, but it is 
better avoided. Pictures, according to this 
novel theory, should be “songs without 
words;” they should be beautiful in color, 
light, and shadow, tone, and all the rest, hut 
these qualities should not be made vehicles 
of story; that is to be left to literature. 
\\ hat, then, becomes of the cartoons of 
Raphael, and the “ Marriage a la Mode” 
of Hogarth? What becomes of Michel­ 
angelo’s “ Last Judgment” and the 
“ Acteon and Diana ” of Titian ? And, to 
go much lower, if attempts to make paint­ 
ing a vehicle for story are reprehensible, 
what culprits are the "old Dutchmen, with 
their Kermesses and their innumerable il­ 
lustrations of low-country life and man­ 
ners—Jan Steen, with his “ Physician Vis­ 
iting a Sick Frau,” and Teniers-, with his 
“ Prodigal Son 1” 
It is true that there are Italian pictures 
to be found which afléct the mind like a 
solemn strain of music, from the loveliness 
of the tone and the exquisite harmony of 
the colors, but, beyond those charms—and 
no one can value and enjoy them more 
than the writer—they mean nothiug. 
There are many figures in “glorious hues 
bedight,” and there is a back-ground 
which is in itself a poem, but the figures 
are doing nothing, they say nothing. Like 
Canning’s “Knife-Grinder,” they have no 
story to tell. 1 -ubmit that painting is a 
language capable of expressing every emo­ 
tion of the heart and mind of the human 
being, and that its vocation is to endeavor 
to elevate by poetic treatment of noble 
themes, or, if that rare jiower is denied the 
artist, then to convey moral lessons or 
infinite varieties of harmless pleasure. 
Beautiful as the language is, and worthy 
of admiration for itself, it is but a means 
to an end, and the attempt to make it the 
end is, to my mind, a fatal mistake. 
The last sixty years have produced ad­ 
vantages to the art student of this country 
that are incalculable. To say nothing of 
schools of design and numbers of acade­ 
mies, we have a National Gallery, unsur­ 
passed in Europe, where the education of 
the painter should be completed. He will 
find there nature represented by all kinds 
of methods, except impressionism (I beg 
pardon for using the word again) and real­ 
ism. These are the fungi on the tree of 
art. Let the young painter study such no­ 
ble stems as Titian, Velasquez and Rem­ 
brandt, and let him endeavor to rifral those 
great men and others whose successes 
abound.— II in. P. Frith, in Magazine of Art. 
The M otherly Cow. 
You who think a cow not worth keep­ 
ing that is not a “regular rustler,” go into 
the barnyard one of these cold or rainy 
fall mornings and see one of your “regular 
rustlers” standing humped up and shiver­ 
ing over a wee baby calf, licking it to keep 
it warm ; note the suflering and reproach 
in her eyes as she looks at you and then at 
her shivering baby, as if asking you to 
take it to a place of comfort. If you can 
look her straight in the eye and your 
heart not reproach you for such abuse, you 
are not fit to be a farmer, and ought to go 
into the butcher business. One of our 
farmers and breeders, who always took the 
best of care of his stock, says that since he 
has thought of the claims of motherhood 
in connection with the cows, he has re­ 
doubled his care and kindness to them, 
and finds an increase in his profits thereby, 
besides the satisfaction of well-doing. Do 
you suppose such a man sees the necessity 
of fearing a pair of horns and sawing them 
off. Not a bit of it.—Farm, Stock and 
Home. 
Fotash Fertilizers ior Fruit. 
A late report from the Massachusetts 
Experiment Station, says that potash 
fertilizers have decidydly improved the 
desirable qualities of fruits. Wherever 
the percentage of this element has been 
raised, the change is accompanied by an 
increase of sugar and decrease of acid. 
This, it is hardly necessary to say, is an 
important and desirable change—a matter 
of dollars and cents. Other t hings being 
equal, the fruit with the largest per cent, 
of sugar will bring the largest price. 
Moreover, less desirable varieties may be 
brought up to a higher standard, thus giv­ 
ing value to such in quality, hardness and 
prolific bearing. 
The "fact that the 
quality and character of garden and orchard 
products can he modified by the effect of 
special fertilizers, is of immense import­ 
ance in is practical as well as scientific 
bearing. 
How Milk is Form ed. 
Just how milk is formed in the udder is 
yet a complicated problem, but the idea 
seems grow ing that the cow stores up blood in 
some form in the udder during the period 
between milkings, and that is elaborated 
into milk in its passage through the mam­ 
millary glands at the time of milking. 
This is the belief of Professor J. W: Rob­ 
ertson, after several years’ Btudy and ex­ 
perimental investigation. A singular con­ 
firmation of this is of a recently reported 
case of a heifer that gave milk from the 
beginning, the serums of which was biood 
with its full accompaniment of red corp­ 
uscles. Nature had not even filtered it in 
passing through the glands, a matter we 
see confirmed every little while by a cow 
giving bloody milk. If milk is not elabor­ 
ated blood, then bloody milk could not 
have an existence. 


FACTS ABOUT LEPROSY. 


Success W ith Swine. 
Theodore 1 .ewis, the well-known swine 
breeder of IV isconsin, owes his success to 
the care he takes of his stock. In a 
cholera-infested district his hogs are al­ 
ways free from infection, although he 
raises them by the hundreds. The mother 
sows have a variety of food and little 
corn, with warm, clean quarters. In each 
of the yards, in a box sheltered from the 
storm, can be found a mixture of salt, 
charcoal and copperas, to which the hogs 
have free access at all times. Then tiiev 
have loads of soft sandstone where they 
can get at it, and they eat tons of it each 
year. He considers it pays to give the 
hogs an occasional bushel ot soft coaL— 
Michigan Farmer. 
' 
Shaping Dressed Fowls, 
Good prices for dressed poultry depend 
largely upon the appearance it makes in 
the market. The following suggestions 
are given by a writer for improving the 
shape and for packing: Immediately after 
being plucked and when still warm, the 
birds are placed breast downwird, on the 
shaping board. This is something like a 
a large wooden V’-shaped gutter made of 
two boards, each about six inches wide, the 
angle at which they are joined being 
slightly less than a right-angle. The birds 
are placed breast downward, the hock joint 
in the angle of the boards, and as soon as 
a board is filled with birds, another flat 
piece of timber is placed on the top, and 
this is heavily weighted. The birds are 
allowed to remain here until fairly cold, 
when they are packed for market.— The 
Paripé Farmer.

A Chicago Physician Gives an Interest* 
lug O utline of the D isease. 
“ Leprosy,” said the doctor, “ is roughly 
j divisible into two great types—tubercular 
' or ‘black,’ aud amcsthetic or ‘white.’ In 
the first spots of pale-red or dark-browif 
color apj>ear on the back, hands, feet, 
palms, soles, forehead and cheeks. The 
saee first becomes livid, then swollen and 
discolored. The ‘white’ leprosy is charac­ 
terized by water-blisters, at first, which 
break and leave a whitish scar. The scar 
is first the seat of stinging pain, afterward 
succeeded by complete loss of feeling. The 
disease lasts a long time and the patient 
dies in the ‘white’ form from simple ex­ 
haustion ; in the ‘black’ death is usually 
caused by blood-poisoning. The disease 
is due to a bacilla or minute, flat, needle­ 
like germ. This must find its way into a 
cut surface to become contagious. The 
disease, hence, spreads slowly. 
“ Leprosy has always existed in the 
United States since the Louisiana pur­ 
chase. It did not spread much after the 
war. The Creoles gave it to their negroes. 
Several cases recently reported from Lou­ 
isiana occurred among persons of Irish 
birtli or descent. The Chinese and the 
Scandinavians, and, perhaps, the Sand­ 
wich Islanders, are the chief sources of 
leprosy in the United States. The Chinese 
brought it to New York and California 
and through the practice of opium smok­ 
ing introduced by them caused several 
cases of infection among the whites who 
had sore mouths. In the Sandwich Isl­ 
ands the lepers are all isolated on one 
island. A self-sacrificing, heroic Jesuit, 
who went to this island, has become in­ 
fected in consequence of his heroic phil­ 
anthropy. The Scandinavian cases re­ 
ported from Iowa and Minnesota have not 
infected any j>erson as yet. The leper col­ 
ony at Tracadie in the Dominion of ( at ­ 
ada has not spread the dise:ise which ba.- 
existed there for more than a century. 
“ There is no law in Illinois specifically 
requiring the report of this disease, al­ 
though the ordinary contagious disease 
law has been construed into requiring its 
report in Philadelphia and St. Louis. 
The disease is easily kept in check by re­ 
quiring the isolation of each case. The 
importation of these cases should he pre­ 
vented, and the disease should be added to 
those requiring special report. Most re­ 
putable physicians would report sucli 
anyway, but the cure-all quapks won’t. 
Chablmoogra oil and strychnine give good 
results in treatment. 
“ All Scandinavians coming from certain 
districts in Norwav and Sweden should be 
carefully inspected on landing in America, 
since, as Daniellsea and Boeck, the great 
Norwegian authorities on leprosy, have 
said, ‘the disease can be made harmless 
only by isolation.’ The Chinese are, how­ 
ever, much more liable to spread the dis­ 
ease than the Scandinavians, who become 
excellent American citizens in a very 
short time, since their institutions and 
modes of thought are very like those of 
the LTnited States. The ready assimila­ 
tion of the Scandinavian is not surprising, 
considering the fact that there is an enor­ 
mous admixture of Scandinavian blood in 
the Anglo-Saxons, who practically rule the 
L’nited States. The law-abiding Scandi­ 
navian will readily submit to restraint, but 
the opium-smoking Mongolian won’t, and 
from them will come the danger.”—Chicago 
-Vcus.

A Dying Surgeon's Heroism. 
Acts of heroism in medical life are so 
frequent and appear to he so natural a 
part of it that they are not chronicled as 
often as they should be. One such deed, 
however, recently found its way into the 
British Medical Journal, where it was men­ 
tioned as an illustration of the self-sacri­ 
fice of medical men in behalf of suflering 
humanity. It is the case of a surgeon in 
the British army named Landon. Mortally 
wounded himself, and with the grasp of 
death rapidly closing down on him, he 
heard a wounded soldier crying out from 
the sharp pain of his hurt. Forgetful of 
self he crept with difficulty to where the 
man lay and gave him a hypodermic in­ 
jection of morphia to lessen his suffering, 
and, having given it, lay down and died 
beside the soldier.—Malical News.

T he C am el’» H um ps. 
Structurally, of course, the humps are 
nothing—more lumps of fat, collected un­ 
der a convenient fold of the skin, and 
utterly unprovided for in the framework 
of the skeleton. When the animal is at 
its best and well fed, they are full and 
plump, standing up on his back firm and 
upright; but on a long journey they are 
gradually absorded -to keep up the fires 
that work the heart and legs, and in the 
caravan camels which arrive at the coast, 
the skin hangs over, an empty bag, upon 
the creature’s flanks, bearing witness to 
the scarcity of external food during the 
course of his long, forced march from the 
interior. A starved small camel in this 
state of health far more closely resembles 
a Peruvian llaina than any one who has 
only seen the fine, well-kept beasts in 
Euroj>ean menageries or zoological gardens 
oonld readily imagine. 
But water is even scantier in the desert 
than food, and against want of water, 
therefore, the camel has had to provide 
. himself, functionally at least, if not struct­ 
urally, quite as much as against want of 
herbage. His stomach has accordingly 
acquired the power of acting as an internal 
reservoir, and he can take in as much 
water at the Babrs or Wadys, where he 
rests for a while on his toilsome march, as 
will supply his needs for four or five days 
together. There are some differences in 
this resjiect, however, between the two 
chief varieties of the camel. The African 
kind is most abstemious, and best adapted 
to sandy deserts; the Bactrian, a product 
of more varied and better-watered country, 
is larger and stronger, but less patient of 
hunger and thirst, while at the same time 
it can manage to subsist and to make its 
way into somewhat rockier and more rug­ 
ged country.— Grant Allan, in Popular Sci­ 
ence Monthly for December.

Straw for F eed . 
It is good advice to give to save the 
straw to feed to farm animals. But if the 
straw were fed alone, it would hot be 
worth the saving. The potential feeding 
value of oat straw is two-thirds that of 
average meadow hay, pound for pound. 
That of wheat straw is somewhat less. If 
average meadow hay is worth $9 per ton, 
then we may so feed oat straw as to make 
it worth $6 per ton in actual results. But 
when we feed oat straw alone, only one- 
third of its food value is digested, or $2 
per ton. The amount of food which the 
animal must masticate and digestís so very 
large compared with the nutriment it gets, 
that it can make no gain, and we have noth­ 
ing to show for the straw consumed. This 
comes from the fact that in the straw the 
carboliydrates are so far in excess, com­ 
pared with the albuminoids, that the ani­ 
mal can digest but a small part of them. 
The remedy is to feed with the straw 
some feed or feeds having an excess of al­ 
buminoids. In this way we may make the 
actual feeding value of the straw equal to 
its potential value. 
Linseed cake, 
cotton seed cake, wheat bran, brewers’ 
grains, malt sprouts, peas, skimmed 
milk, and early cut clover, have 
an excess of the albuminoids. If we cut 
red clover just at the beginning of bloom 
and mix a ton of this hay with a ton of oat 
straw, the albuminoids and carbohydrates 
will be well balanced in the mixture.— 
Western Plowman.

It is not necessary to 
suppose that the pelican had learned to 
count the six days at the end of which its 
masters would not go fishing ; but while it 
really estimated daily the time when it 
must make its excursion to the shore, it 
was informed of the return of Sunday by 
observation of what was going on in the 
house, as, for instance, by the fishermen 
putting on their Sunday clothes ; in the 
same way as the dog knew when its mas­ 
ter was going to hunt by seeing him 
with his gun and game-bag.
